PLATT SUED FOR DIVORCE 


Mae Wood Claims She Was Married 
to the Senator In 190! 

New York, Oct. 1—Mae C. Wood, the 
former government clerk who has been 
Buing Senator Platt for several years, 
yesterday brought action in the su- 
preme court for absolute divorce from 
the senator, alleging that she had been 
married to him in the Fifth Avenue 
hotel, New York, in 1901. 

J. D. Lee, representing the plaintiff, 
announced the action as “Platt against 
Platt” and he said the motion was for 
the purpose of framing an issue. He 
said he wanted the details to become 
generally known. 

John B. Stanchfield, who appeared 
for Platt, asked that the matter be 
heard in private by a referee. He said 
Platt was never married to Miss Wood 
and therefore there was no ground for 
divorce.

President Roose- 
velt is the initiator of the present con- 
ference. Although Emperor Nicholas 
is worthy the greatest honor as_ the 
originator of the first conference, he 
played but a secondary part in sum- 
moning the second.” 

Mr. Stead says he believes the pro- 
prieties of the etiquette of international 
intercourse have been shocked by this 
conspicuous, although unintentional, 
neglect of President Roosevelt by the 
conference, which he calls one of those 
minor scandals that ought not to have 
occurred. Stead adds that Senor Bar- 
boza (Brazil), whose position entitles 
him to express the sentiments of Latin- 
America, might be able to suggest a 
remedy whereby the conference, even 
at the eleventh hour, might remedy 
this “curious omission.”

Bolin was arrested on a charge of bur- 
glary changed to almost stupor yester- 
day, when developments came thickly. 

In the first place, Bolin failed to ap- 
pear in court when his case was called 
and the 31000 bail which friends had 
put up for him Sunday night was for- 
feited. The next shock came when 
Mrs. Bolin told the police that, while 
she believed her husband owned an in- 
terest in a drug store in Harlem, his 
regular occupation was that of barten- 
der. Then came the assertion that Bo- 
lin had served a prison term in New 
Jersey and had been arrested for bur- 
glary in New York. 

This was followed by the report that 
Mrs. Bolin had attempted suicide. She 
threw herself in front of a slowly mov- 
ing trolley car on Main street yester- 
day afternoon, but the car was stopped 
before she was in any particular dan- 
ger. Later the police stated that she 
had disappeared from town. 

According to the story told by Mrs. 
Bolin, her husband attempted twice to 
kill himself after he was released on 
bail Sunday night, but she prevented 
him. Soon after, she says, he left the 
house and she has no idea what became 
of him. 

Bolin and his wife, who moved here 
two months ago and bought a house in 
the exclusive section of town, were re- 
ceived into society and became very 
popular. Bolin was understood to be 
a physician and chemist and proprietor 
of a drug store In Harlem. Early last 
Thursday morning, the police claim, he 
attempted burglary at Abraham Levi- 
son’s hardware store. His counsel, 
John A. Van Selm, told the court that 
he believed his client had killed him- 
self. 

Mrs. Bolin told the police that she had 
married Bolin in Russia in 1902. Soon 
afterward her husband came to Amer- 
ica and two years ago sent for her and 
she joined him here. A general alarm 
and request to arrest Bolin has been 
sent out broadcast. 


Picture In Rogues’ Gallery 

New York, Oct. 1—That one Samuel 
Bolin, the name given by the man whe 
arrested in New Rochelle on a 
charge of burglary and forfeited his 
bail, has a police record, was stated by 
Chief Iuspector McCafferty of the New 
York city detective bureau.

SHORTAGE OF 446 TONS 


Ev dence That Boston Paid For Coal 
Which It Never Received 

Boston, Oct. 1—A shortage of 466 

j tons, 1311 pounds, of coal, valued at 


| $3.41 a ton, with a ‘total value of 
$1589.06 on coal supposed to have been 
delivered to the city of Boston by the 
W. K. Niver and the Boston Coal com- 
panies, forms the gist of the evidence 
brought out before the finance com- 
mission at yesterday’s sessions of that 
body, resuming its public hearings af- 
ter an interval of nearly three weeks. 

In this shortage the name of Maurice 
H. Klous figures repeatedly. Klous 
was agent for these two coal companies, 
and he was arrested last week and held 
in the municipal court for a hearing 
Friday of this week on a charge of lar- 
ceny of $8008.13 in two counts, from 
the city of Boston. 

Another significant feature of the 
session was the announcement’ by 
Counsel Sughrue that a summons Ind 
been served on William Thompson, em- 
ployed by the Boston Coal company, 
and that apparently Thompson, acting 
on the advice of counsel, had declined 
to appear in answer to that summons. 
The commission has not decided what 
action it will take on this issue. 


Naval Lieutenant Killed 

Boston, Oct. 1—The battleship Il- 
linois came in to the Charlestown navy 
yard from target practice off Barn- 
stable with the body of Lieutenant John 
H. Furse, who died from injuries re- 
ceived as a result of the storm of Sun- 
day. Chief Boatswain's Mate R. D. 
Bottcher was also very seriously in 
jured, and Boatswain’s Mate Peterson 
was hurt. All three men had been 
thrown violently by the storm against a 
hatchway. 


Honeymoon Is Interrupted 

Providence, Oct. 1—Fred La Crosse, 
28, of Southbridge, who was married 
to a young woman of his home town 
at Fall River last Saturday, had his 
honeymoon brought to an abrupt ead 
yesterday afternoon, when he was ar- 
rested by local officers on a warrant 
from Southbridge. He is suspected of 
stealing gold scraps from the American 
Optical company of Southbridge. His 
bride is completely prostrated over the 
arrest. 


Says He Killed In Self-Defense 

Boston, Oct. 1.—Lewis Harris of 
New York, who is on trial charged 
with murdering Michael J. Cunning 
ham, a union teamster, during the 
teamsters’ strike last spring, went upo: 
the stand yesterday and told the jury 
his version of the tragedy. Harris 
who was a strike-breaker, said he wa 
attacked and shot Cunningham, one o 
his assailants, in self-defense. The 
case may go to the jury today. 


Opposed to Railroad Merger 

Concord, N. H., Oct. 1.—William E 
Chandler issued today an open letter 
to the Republicans of New Hamp 
shire, calling upon them to oppose the 
transfer of the Boston and Maine rail- 
road to the ownership of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford system. He 
declares that there is a wise limit to 
consolidated capital beyond which ad- 
ditional benefits to the people cannot 
be obtained. 


Boston Loan Orders Rejected 

Boston, Oct. 1—The board of alder- 
men rejected two loan orders yesterday, 
refusing to endorse Mayor VFitzger- 
ald’s recommendations for a loan of 
$23,000 for the repair of the Congress 
street bridge and for a loan of $16,500 
for the construction of a new dock at 
Long island. A third attempt made 
within three weeks to elect a Demo- 
eratic chairman of the board failed. 


Fatally Injured at Football 

Hanover, N. H., Oct. 1—Leonaréd J. 
Clarkson, 20 years old, manager of the 
Norwich university football team, died 
yesterday as a result of injuries re- 
celved in the football game between 
Norwich and Dartmouth here Suatur- 
day. While attempting to tackle a 
runner during the game he ruptured the 
intestines. 


Seventy Cows and horses Burned 
Pittsfield, Mass., Oct. 1.—Fifty- 
eight cows and 12 work horses were 
burned to death in a fire which de- 
stroyed two large barns, two silos and 
a boiler house on the Meadow Farm 
property, owned by the estate of Walter 
Cutting. The loss is estimated at $30,- 
000. The cause of the fire is not known. 


Open Season For Deer 

Bangor, Me., Oct. 1—The deer hunt- 
ing season in Maine opened today, con- 
tinuing until Dec. 15. A considerable 
number of sportsmen have already gone 
into the woods and the prospect is good 
for a successful season, should weather 
conditions be favorable. The moose 
season begins Oct. 15. 


Old Legislator’s Sudden Death 

Boston, Oct. 1.—Collapsing in a 
crowded auction room while bidding on 
some rare old carpets, ex-Representa- 
tive Marcus C. Cook, the father of the 
Greater Boston idea, died at the Relief 
hospital of heart failure and old age. 
He was born in Granby, N. Y., in 1827. 


Hundred Lasters at Work 
Brockton, Mass., Oct. 1.—The execu- 
tive board of the Independent Lasters’ 
union last night voted to furnish finan- 
cial aid for the striking lasters. Su- 
perintendent Drake of the Douglas 
company says that 100 lasters are work- 
ing in the shops. The number of last- 

ers on strike was originally 250. 


Strike of Bookbinders 

Norwood, Mass., Oct. 1—To enforce 
a demand for an eight-hour day, the 
pookbinders in the employ of H. M. 
Plimpton & Co. and E. Fleming & Co. 
went on strike this morning. The 
present schedule of work is 56 hours 
a week.

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NEW EXECUTIVE CHOSEN 


Van Etten Deposed as Head of Bos- 
ton and Albany Road 
Boston, Oct. 1—The Post says: 
Aroused at last by the demands of the 
New England public and the threats of 


the Massachusetts railroad commission, 
the New York Central officials have 
acted. 

Edgar Van Etten has been deposed 
as the executive head of the Boston and 
Albany in this city, and J. H. Hustis 
of Syracuse, rated one of the greatest 
traftic men in the country, will assume 
the executive charge of the system in 
Boston today. 

The Boston and Albany is to be made 
a part of the New York Central sys- 
tem. Through trains are to be run 
from the west and south without change 
or shifting at Albany, and in Van Et- 
ten’s office at the South terminal sta- 
tion last night, W. C. Brown, senior 
vice president of the New York Central 
lines, who came on to make the 
changes, pledged his personal word, in 
an interview with a Post reporter, that 
neither men nor money should be 
spared until the Boston and Albany has 
reached or exceeded the efficiency of 
the main system, and all its patrons are 
perfectly satistied. 

WouldjRepea! Fourteenth Amendment 

St. Louis, Oct. 1—A strong desire to 
do away with the conflict of jurisdic- 
tion between state and federal courts, 
and, as one of the phases of that, to re- 
strict the power of federal courts in 
their dealings with affairs pertaining 
wholly to a state, seemed to prevail at 
a convention here of attorneys general 
from 13 states. Most of the trouble 
was traced to the 14th amendment to 
the constitution by Attorney General 
Fletcher of Mississippi, who said he 
did not see why it should not be re- 
pealed, as it did no good for the ne- 
groes, for whom it was originally 
passed, and succeeded only in embar- 
rassing state courts. 


Autoist Held In $10,000 Bail 
Cambridge, Mass., Oct. 1.—George 
M. Wetherbee, a Boston automobile 
dealer, pleaded guilty in the superior 
court to a charge of manslaughter in 
causing the death of Warren F. Bach- 
elder of Cambridge. After the plea of 
guilty was entered, the case was con- 
tinued for sentence until the next term 
of the court and Wetherbee’s bail was 
increased from $5000 to $10,000. An 
uncle of the defendant furnished the 
necessary sureties. It is alleged that 
Bachelder was alighting from an elec- 
tric car and was about to cross the 
tracks, when he was run down and fa- 
tally hurt by an automobile operated 
by Wetherbee. 
Won Race, but Lost Balloon 
Paris, Oct. 1.—The balloon Nord, pi- 
loted by M. De Lobel, has been de- 
clared the provisional winner of the 
race for the grand prize of the Aero 
Club of France, which started from 
here Sunday afternoon. This airship 
covered 159 miles. De Lobel was 
picked up at sea by a steamer and lund- 
ed at Dover. The balloon found in 
Suffolk must have been his, as he aban- 
doned the airship when he boarded the 
steamer. On quitting the balloon it re- 
ascended and disappeared. 
Pair of Alleged Murderers 
Camden, N. J., Oct. 1—On a charge 
of having brutally killed Mrs. Frances 
Horner, wife of a prosperous farmer, 
and Victoria Natoli, a servant em- 
ployed in the Horner household, Charles 
Gibson and Stephen Dorsey, negroes, 
have been placed on trial. soth wo- 
men were killed while Horner was try- 
ing to put out a fire in the barn which, 
it is thought, was started by the mur- 
derers. The women were attacked 
with an axe and then the house was 
robbed. 


Would Bar All Orientals 

Ottawa, Oct. 1.—It is reported from 
Vancouver that a petition praying the 
dominion government to pass drastic 
legislation barring all Orientals from 
Canada is being circulated. The senti- 
ment in Vancouver is reported as being 
in favor of appealing to the king if the 
dominion government does not act im- 
mediately. 


Alleged Grafters Indicted 

Harrisburg, Oct. 1.—True bills 
against seven of the 14 defendants in 
the capitol prosecutions were returned 
in three of 32 suits by the Dauphin 
county grand jury. The remaining 29 
cases will be taken up at once, and 
there is reason to believe that true 
bills will be returned in all of these. 


Root Reaches Destination 
Mexico City, Oct. 1.—Greeted by 
several thousand persons, Secretary of 
State Root arrived in Mexico City yes- 
terday afternoon as the guest of the 
Mexican government. Chapultepec 
castle was formally turned over to Root 
and the historic palace will be his resi- 

dence during his stay in Mexico.

The annual meeting of the Quincy 


Day Nursery Association was held 
Tuesday, October 1, 1997, in the 
Council Chamber, City Hall. The 
president was in the chair and there 
was a large attendance. 

The committee on matron reported 


that Mrs. M. B. Jones, formerly of 
Newton had been chosen. 

After the usuai business the follow- 

ing annual reports were read: 
PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 

In presenting my fourth annual re- 
port as president, I desire to outline 
briefly the work and scope of the 
association and its growth since 1903 
in which year I first elected. 
At that time the nursery was situated 
on Elm street, but with its one room, 
lack of accommodations, inaccesibility 
to mothers and children, it was great- 
ly handicapped in its work. It was 
soon afterwards transferred to Cope- 
land street where it has been located 
since. starting in with five 
rooms, We soon added three more and 
found this location with its larger 
quarters more conducive to good work

During this time we have had two 
matrons, the second of whom is just 
retiring after a service of three years 
and to whom I refer with a _ great 
deal of praise for her work with the 
children and her attention and kind- 
ness to the mothers. Her work has 
great practical value. The 
new matron comes with high recom- 
mendations and the continuation of 
the present state of efficiency and 
usefulness is anticipated. 

In addition to the 
and providing meals for the children 
during the working hours of their 
mothers, nothing new has been at- 
tempted or introduced in the work of 
the association with the exception of 
the annual Christmas festivals. The 
president has regretted that some- 
thing in the way of cooking lessons,

sewing classes or occasional enter- 
tainment for the mothers could not 


be introduced, as carried on in day 
nurseries in other places, but it has 
been felt that such was impractica- 
ble.

It is with the utmost satisfaction 
that the president has seen the work 
progress and wishes to thank the 
members most sincerely for their able 
assistance and support and, in. retir- 
ing, gives her best wishes for the con- 
tinued growth and permanent success 
of the association. Although the work 
has perhaps been hard and at times 
the cost of maintenance has seemed 
large, yet the returns of it all will 
show in later years in the develop- 


ment of the children and in having 
them helped to get started towards 
becoming better men and women.

A DEFICIT OF $10,000,000 


Charge of Attorney General Against 
a New York Railway 

New York, Oct. 2.—Startling charges | 
of extravagance and neglectful man- 
agement, or, if not that, failure to ac- 
count for millions of dollars, are made 
by State Attorney General Jackson in a 
petition calling for the appointment of 
receivers for the New York City Rail 
Way company and the Metropolitan 
Street Railway company, and also de- 
manding the dissolution of the New 
York City Railway company. The ap 
plication for receivers was made to 
Justice Ford of the supreme court, who 
Issued an order for the defendants to 
appear in court on Oct. 3 and answer | 


to the complaint. | 
Receivers for the New York City 
Railway company were appointed in 


the federal court several days ago, and 
yesterday the same receivers were 
named in the same court to act for the 
Metropolitan Street Railway company. 
The New York City company leases the 
lines of the Metropolitan under a guar- 
antee to pay 7 percent dividends on the | 
Metropolitan stock. This dividend has 
never been earned since the date of the 
lease, and the attorney general charges 
that the deficit to date amounts to more 
than $10,000,000. 


No Trace ot Cancelled Checks 

New York, Oct. 2—The affairs of 
the Metropolitan Street Railway com- 
pany were further investigated yester- 
day by the public service commission. 
It was brought out that over $700,000 in 
eancelled checks had disappeared and 
that the names of the payees had sel- 
dom been entered on the stubs, all of 
which, the attorney for the commission 
endeavored to was directly 
traceable to an effort on the part of the 
company to cover up transactions 
which it was unwilling to make public. 
Of this sum $217,306 was paid to Attor- 
ney Lemuel E. Quigg, formerly chair- 
man of the Republican committee of 
New York county.

Last 
night George Kramer, a plumber em- 
ployed in the Metropolitan hospital on 
Blackwell's island, was arrested as a 
suspected person in connection with the 
ease. The marked underwear, which 
also bore the stamp of the Blackwell 
Island laundry, led to Kramer’s arrest. 
The prisoner, the police say, 
be had known the nurse for three 
months. They went together to the 
room on Friday. Since then they had 
drank a good deal and he could not re- 
member what had happened except that 
he had left the house about 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning. 


Making a Try For the Po'e 

North Sydney, N. S., Oct. 2.—The 
American auxiliary schooner yacht 
Jobn R. Bradley, which left here early 
in July for the Arctic regions, has re- 
turned to port. The Bradley landed 
Dr. lf’. H. Cook, who is in command of 
an exploration expedition at Smith’s 
sound, lat. 79 N. The expedition will 
attempt to reach the pole by way of the 
Polar sea. It is provisioned for two 
years and fully equipped with dogs and 
sledges for the trip. The party con- 
sists of Dr. Cook, another white man, 
and a number of Esquimaux. It is 
wintering 30 miles further north than 
did Peary two years ago. 


No Norwegians Need Apply 

Stockholm, Oct. 2—A deep feeling 
of patriotism and the desire to impress 
the world with the separate nationality 
of Sweden appear to be the underlying 
motives for the Swedish challenge toa 
series of races for the America’s cup. 
“All men applying to participate in this 
race, from the captain down, will be ex- 
amined as to their nationality, and 
any man having Norwegian blood, even 
as far back as the fifth generation, will 
be excluded.” ‘These words were used 
by a prominent yachting authority in 
discussing the subject. 


Society Leader Seeks Divorce 

New York, Oct. 2.—Mrs. Aurel Ba- 
tonyi, a prominent society leader, bas 
begun suit here against her second hus- 
band, a professional horseman, for dl- 
vorce. Mrs. Batonyi is the daughter of 
Frank Work, a wealthy New York 
man, and was the former wife of James 
B. Burke-Roche, from whom she _ ob- 
tained a divorcee. Recently it was re- 
ported that Work had threatened to 
disinherit Mrs. Batonyi and her two 
sons unless she gave up Batonyi. 


Sympathetic Strike of Mechanics 

Springhill, N. S., Oct. 2—Four hun- 
dred mechanics went on strike at 
Springhill today in sympathy with the 
striking miners, and the Cumberland 
Coal and Railway company has noti- 
fied the provincial government that it 
will not be able to keep the pumps go- 
ing and that the government must be 
prepared to operate the collieries. The 
strike is now in its 10th week and the 
1500 miners who ceased work and the 
company show no sign of yielding. 


Steamship Line Dissatisfied 

St. John, Oct. 2—One more there is 
talk of the Allans cutting out the port 
of St. John from their sailings. This 
time it arises over the allotment of the 
harbor berths to the various steamship 
lines for the winter business. A new 
berth was given the Allans, but there 
is no grain conveyer to it, and it is inti- 
mated that the Allans will take their 
non-subsidized steamers to Poriland, 
Me., and stop the mail steamers at Hali- 
fax. 


Postal Coupon System Investigated 

Washington, Oct. 2.—The postoffice 
department announces the consumma- 
tion of negotiations with foreign govern- 
ments for the establishmet of an inter 
national reply coupon system by which 
persons in one country may send to 
correspondents in aother coutry cou- 
pons which are exchangeable for the 
postage of that country. The purpose 
of this is to facilitate the prepayment of 
replies to correspondence.

Promised to Beston by High Official 
of Boston and Atbany Road 

Boston, Oct. 2.—Senior Vice Presi- 
dent Brown and other high officials of 
the New 
given a luncheon here by 
Shuman of the Atlantic 
Prominent business men of 
Were present. 

Mr. Brown, In an address, referred to 
the complaints against the Boston and 
Albany service, and stated that he in- 
tended to give Boston as good railroad 
facilities as New York or any city in 
the country. Referring to the recom- 
mendations made to him last February 
by Boston merchants, he said that as a 
result he recommended to the manage- 
ment of the road that $1,275,000 be ex- 
pended for third tracking and grading 
the Boston and Albany road; $1,389,600 
for locomotives and $364,000 for pas- 
senger cars, all of which recommenda- 
tions were at once adopted. 

Mr. Brown stated that 36 locomo- 
tives had been delivered at the present 
time at a cost of $609,700 and that 42 
more would be delivered in November 
and December. By Oct. 27. through 
passenger trains would be running 
from Boston to Buffalo and return, and 
in four or five years a four-track sys- 
tem would be in operation, it was also 
claimed by Brown. 


Collision of Express Trains 

Providence, Oct. 2.—Three persons 
were sent to a hospital, while a dozen 
or more others were slightly cut and 
scratched by flying glass as a result of 
a rear-end collision between express 
trains, both bound for New York from 
Boston, in the station here. The exact 
cause of the collision has not yet been 
determined. The trains leave 
but three minutes apart. The Knicker- 
bocker train was late and was standing 
in the station when the Shore Line train 
came along. It is believed that the-en- 
gineer of the Shore Line train had 
every reason to suppose that the track 
ahead of him was clear.

Mr. Paine was born in that part of 
Randolph, now known as Holbrook, 
June 5, 1832. After leaving school he 
learned the shoemaker's trade , and 
has worked on leather ever since that 
time. He married Miss Esther Thayer 
of Braintree, Nov. 17, 1853, and the 
couple celebrated their golden 
ding anniversary Nov. 17, 1903. 

In 1861 Mr. Paine moved to Quincy, 
which has since been his home. He 
was one of the early volunteers when 
the war between the north and south 
was declared, enlisting July 22, 1862, 
in Co. K. of the 33d Mass. Regt., 
known as a company of sharp- 
His regiment was sent to 
Alexandria, Va., and later to New 
York, where he was detailed to the 
19th Regt. V. R. C. band and sent to 
Washington. He remained in the 
capital city during the greater part 
of the remainder of his 
one-half years 
fifteen months, 
stationed at the 
Elmira, N. Y. 

At the close of the war he again 
resumed his trade, and followed it 
up to the time of the accident by 
which he fractured his leg. 

Mr. Paine was an accomplished 
musician in his younger days, play- 
ing the cornet in the Quincy band and 
also in an orchestra for dancing. 

He leaves a widow, a son and a 
daughter, Charles BE. Paine of South 
Boston and Mrs. Ida F. Humphrey, a

ATTEMPT 10 
RUN TOWN 


Boston Toughs 
Terrorize People 
But Several 
Are Arrested 


J. F. Gleason superintendent of the 
Water department, was roughly 
handled early Thursday evening by 
a gang of South Boston toughs on 
their way home from the Brockton 
fair. Mr. Gleason was entertaining 
James Nicol and Walter Prout. Sud- 
denly there was a racket on the front 
piazza as a neighbor came running 
up to get him to telephone to the po- 
lice. 

Close upon the man’s heels came 
the gang of toughs. Stepping to the 
door Mr. Gleason told them to get 
out. His only reply was a blow be- 
hind the ear. He then laid one of 
the men out, at which the others 
pitched in, and intended to do him up. 
At this point Mr. Nicol came down 
to see what the trouble was, and he 
received a blow in the face that later 
required the services of a physician 
to dress. 

For a few minutes there was a 
rough and tumble fight during which 
“Jed” had two of the gang under con- 
trol. Just then an officer came up, 
and although told by Jed to place 
the men under arrest Mr. Gleason al- 
leges that the officer not only refused 
but also refused .to render any as- 
sistance until he Bia him that if he 
did not follow the gang and arrest 
them it would go hard with him, 

In the meantime the police station 
had been notified and started the pa- 
trol toward scene on the run. “The 
patrol wagon passed the team con- 
taining the toughs at Doble’s corner 
and turned round and gave. chase. 
When near the corner of School and 
Franklin streets the patrol wagon 
overtook the team. Officer Phillips 
jumped out and grabbed the horses 
of the team, and Officers Thorne and 
Whalan with Driver Cahill hustled 
the gang to the police station. 

They gave their names as Corne- 
lius Batts, James O’Haloran, Henry 
Wells, William Knox, Fred Baird, 
Thomas McDonnell and William Bram- 
field. They were booked for assault 
on Mr. Gleason. They were later 
bailed out. In court a second com- 
plaint was sworn out against them 
for disturbing the peace. 

Mr. Gleason says that the gang is 
the same crowd that stole a bushel 
of tomatoes from his back door step 
on their way to the fair in the morn- 
ing. 

Mr. Gleason’s charge against the 
officer is a serious one and will prob- 
ably call for an investigation. 


Railroad Karnings 
min Week 


The N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. reports 
earnings for year ending June 30, 
1907, to the amount of $55,601,936, 
over a million dollars per week, and 
expenses of $37,850,081, leaving the 
net earnings at $17,751,855. A year 
ago an increase in earnings and de- 
crease of expenses was reported, but 
this year the expenses increased more 
than the earnings. The net earnings 
for the year ending June 30, 1906, 
were $17,761,735, and for the preced- 
ing year $14,148,924. 

New items. appear this year to be 
added to tbe net earnings, viz: $3,- 
615,900, the net income from _ street 
railway lines operated, and $635,127 
from steamship lines operated. The 
balance applicable to dividends, how- 
ever, was $8,893,042 against $10,185,- 
377 a year ago, and the surplus was 
reduced from $3,718,285 to $1,988,- 
054.

Much Wanted 
Man Argested

Joseph Ricchelli was arrested by 
Officer Larkin at his boarding house at 
South Quincy on Thursday afternoon 
for Constable Stoddard of the Fore 
River force, for the larceny of $14.41 
from the Fore River Shipbuilding Co. 
The larceny was a unique one and 
showed Ricchelli to be possessed of 
considerable nerve. 

It appears that he was a chum of one 
Addonio Abate, who was employed as 
a painter at the works. Tuesday he 
told Abate that a friend of his was 
coming from Vermont and wanted him 
to meet the friend at the depot. In the 
meantime Ricchelli had learned Abate’ 
nomber at the Fore River and as soon 
as the latter started for the depot, 
Ricchelli started for the Fore River. 

Going to the empleyees gate he asked 
for Abate’s number. Armed with this 
be sought out Foreman.

It éid ovt take long-te learn what badd 
transpired, and Constable Stoddard got 
outa warrantand with Officer Larkin 
went to Ricchelli’s boarding house and 
placed him under arrest. 

After his arrest it turned out that he 
is probably the man wanted for other 
larcenies, and warrants were sworn out 
against him for the larceny of a watch 
from John Henry, and the larceny of a 
gold pin from Walter Rizzi. 

While he was in court waiting for his 
case to be called, he was identified by 
Miss Jarvis as the man who entered her 
room at South Quincy two weeks ago} 
and robbed ber of $40. 

This was the case where Miss Jarvis 
went toa room to make the bed and 
found a man _ standing before the 
bureau taking the contents from her 
pocketbook. She screamed and the 
fellow threw her onto the bed and dis- 
appeared. This complaint was not 
served on him at the time but probably 
will be when the other case comes up 


for trial. In the meantime Ricchelli is 
under $900 bail for his appearance next 
Thursday.

Where Quincy 
Was a Pioneer 


tev. Anson Titus in his address before 
the New England Historic Genealogical 
Society on Thursday on ‘‘Forgotten Bos- 
tonians,’’ says: 

The funeral of John Adams, July, 
1826, was a turning point in the in- 
dastries of New England. For years 
there had been a contest between the 
advucates of canal versus steam for a 
way between Boston and Albany. After 
the funeral the Legislature aud many 
honorable men inspected the little rail- 
way from the Quincy quarries to the 
harbor, and they at once saw the su- 
periority of steam over the canal. 
On March 4, 1842, the Legislature 
aud officials of New York and Mas- 
sachusetts met in Springfield for a 
jubilee and a banquet ever since famous. 
Thomas B. Wales, president of the 
railroad, and Mr. De Grand, a French- 
man residing in Boston, were the most 
honored men of the occasion. 

To discover forgotten Bostonians has 
been the office of historical societies 
and publications. Osgood Carlton, the 
eminent cartographer, is being recog- 
nized for his services to Boston and the 
Commonwealtb, the Massachusetts His- 
torical Society, the New England His- 
toric-Genealogical Society and the Bos- 
tonian Society are rendering affective 
service in making kuown the men and 
events of former days. The Boston 
Record Commission, by the publication 
of official records, is doing a task un- 
rivalled by any municipality. 

The publication of Suffolk Deeds, a 
most economical enterprise, is giving 
an antiquarian service to Boston. The 
publication of the military Revolation- 
ary rolls of Massachusetts is bringing 
to light many a patriot who performed 
his humble part. Peter Force was a 
pioneer in the publication of the 
American State Papers, and he deserves 
fresh recognition. There are men in 
Massachusetts who deserve biographies: 
Chief Justice Francis Dana, Horace 
Mano, Governor John A. Andrew, and 
John Hancock, among them, the latter 
born in Quincy.

Freeman the Star 
At Wollaston 


R. R. Freeman, the president of the 
Republican City Committee, is not at 
all nervous over the political con- 
tests, but is playing par golf, and has 
reached the semi-finals in the open 
tournament at Wollaston.

Out of a fine field of representative 
golfers of Greater Boston, R. R. Free- 
man of Wollaston looked high Thurs- 
day for premier honors of the open 
golf tournament of the Wollaston 
Golf club. Resplendent with a red 
bandanna tucked about his throat, 
and a slouch hat that looked as 
though it saw service in the Russo- 
Japanese war, Freeman romped twice 
over the course, in which he knows 
every blade of grass, to victory. 

He didn’t settle down to his usual 
steady stride until the waning after- 
noon on his homeward journey with

Then Freeman began to show his 
true worth, and when the 18th green 
had been reached Freeman had put 
Manning out of the tournament by 
the score of 4-3, and incidentally had 
a 78 chalked up to his credit, the best 
medal score in the two days of the 
tournament.

Freeman's morning match with G.

It went to 20 holes, when Freeman, 
after a happy-go-lucky match, won 
his way into the second round.

drove to the top of the club house. 
The ball took a somewhat lucky re- 
bound, but was out of the line of 
play, while Higgins was on the green 
on his drive. Freeman wasn’t dis- 
heartened, theugh it looked to every 
one that Freeman was about to be 
put out of the event.

The English and all the 
European papers print the speeches of 
President Roosevelt and War Secretary 
Taft and they all reproduce comments 
of the American papers which are at- 
tacking the battleship project. The 
stock exchange, where premonitions of 
war in any quarter of the globe are 
felt first, has not shown any reflection 
of the “war talk” In some of the Amer- 
ican papers. 

Several extracts from certain Amer- 
ican papers hinting that President 
Roosevelt desires to bring on a war 
with Japan to make his re-election log- 
ical have been printed here, but were 
received as partisan political charges. 
Diplomats generally believe that Jap- 
an wishes to avoid war, and consider 
the probability of war to be small un- 
less the newspapers fan the two peo- 
ples into hostility. 


A Calm View In Germany 

Berlin, Oct. 4—German official cir- 
cles are disposed to take a calm view of 
the sending of the American battleship 
fleet to the Pacific ocean and do not 
cousider that this step is an aggressive 
one against Japan or likely to lead to 
war. German officials are convinced 
that neither the United States or Japan 
is disposed to allow the controversy to 
reach a stage where its settlement by 
force would be the only recourse. On 
the contrary, the opinion in authorita- 
tive quarters is that latterly the rela- 
tions between the two countries have 
improved, and it is remarked that the 
recent attacks on Japanese subjects at 
Vancouver is liable to make Japan more 
willing to come to terms with the 
United States, since a contrary course 
might tend to draw Great Britain to a 
sympathetic attitude with the United 
States against Japan. 


Wages of Navy Yard Employes 

Washington, Oct. 4—Between now 
and Jan. 1 the wage boards at all navy 
yards and stations will prepare the 
schedule of wages of the mechanics 
and laborers for the calendar year 1908. 
Hereafter foremen and master me- 
chanics who represent that their wage 
scale has been tnchanged for a decade 
shall be treated as a class instead of as 
individuals in the matter of wages, and 
the wage boards shall consider their 
Wages as well as the wages of me- 
chanics and laborers in recommending 
the general scale of wages for next 
year. 


Great Honor to Root 

Mexico City, Oct. 4—Secretary of 
State Root was yesterday the recip- 
ient of the highest honors granted toa 
foreign visitor at the City of Mexico. 
A special meeting of the chamber of 
deputies convened especially to show 
the appreciation of the lawmakers of 
this republic for the distinguished 
guest and in the evening a ball was 
given at the jockey club. 


Austrian Railroaders on Strike 

Vienna,- Oct. 4.—The strike of the 
railroad employes throughout Austria 
for increased wages, which began Oct. 
1, is spreading, and the serious incon- 
venience to the public is growing every 
day. On some lines freight traffic has 
been completely suspended. The ma- 
chine shop workers have joined the rail- 
road men.

Charges That Certain Boston Men 
Bought Their Promotions 
Boston, Oct. 4.—The Boston fire de- 
partment is slated to be the subject of 
investigation by the finance commis- 
sion. Charges which have been made 


that a district chief of the department, 
appointed since Mayor Fitzgerald took 
office, puid $500 for his appointment 
and a fireman paid $300 to be promoted 
to Neutenant, started the Investigation. 

“Insinuations of purchased promo- 
tions in the fire department have been 
circulating for some time,” said Fitz- 
gerald last night, “but nothing definite 
has appeared till the definite state- 
ments in the evening papers. It is due 
to the fire department and to the citi- 
zens of Boston that this matter be 
cleaned up, and I expect that the 
finance commission will act atonce. I 
know that Fire Commissioner Wells 
will give all the aid in his power to as- 
sist the finance commission te make a 
thorough investigation.” 

Society Man Seeks Divorce 

Boston, Oct. 4—Mucb of a sensation 
in Boston's exclusive society is the libel 
suit for divorce, filed at SajJem by 
George L. Peabody, against his wife on 
grounds of desertion. Peabody is a 
member of the banking firm of Lee, 
Higginson & Co. and is a well known 
clubman of Boston. Mrs. Peabody, 
previous to her marriage, was well 
known in local, south shore and New- 
port society. The couple were married 
June 4, 1891, and lived happiiy until 
about four yeurs ago, Mrs. Peabody 
spending much of her time since then 
in England. 


Forced to Sail in Ballast 

Boston, Oct. 4—Owing to delays on 
the part of the railroads in forwarding 
western grain to Boston for shipment 
to foreign ports, steamer Georgian of 
the Leyland line wert out with a cargo 
of 1800 tons of sand, coal and water bal- 
last, instead of the 80,000 bushels of 
grain, with other consignments, she 
was scheduled to carry. The Georgian 
received only 1600 bushels of grain 
from the railroads. The steamship offi- 
clals state that the vessel will not 
make enough on the trip to pay her ex- 
penses. 


Bell Companies Change Policy 

Boston, Oct. 4.—An_ important 
change in the policy which the Bell 
Telephone companies have maintained 
for 30 years became known when it 
was announced that the Western Elec- 
tric company, which manufactures the 
apparatus used by the Bell companies, 
would hereafter sell telephones and 
supplies to all buyers. Heretofore the 
Western company has refused to sell 
its instruments to independent com- 
panies. 


Shot Without Provocation 

Boston, Oct. 4—James E. Downey, a 
member of the Boston fire departynent, 
was probably fatally shot on Uatrison 
avenue, in the heart of Boston’s China- 
town, at midnight. Clement Yore is 
under arrest, charged with the shoot- 
ing. Downey was walking along the 
street when he claims he was grabbed 
by Yore, whom he says he never saw 
before. A scuffle followed and in the 
melee Downey was shot. 


Big Drop tn Payroll 

Boston,. Oct. 4—The monthly report 
of City Treasurer Slattery will show 
the total of the payroll draft for the 
month of September to have been $1,- 
038,586.57, which is $268,641.81 less 
than a year ago. The total of the pay- 
rolls for the nine months, including 
September, was $9,552,223.55, which is 
$258,304.82 more than the payroll 
drafts amounted to for the correspond- 
ing months of 1905. 


Apprehension Relieved 

Portsmouth, N. H., Oct. 4.—The 
naval collier Lebanon, with the con- 
verted yacht Gloucester in tow, has ar- 
rived here from Pensacola. Both ves- 
sels are in good condition. The Glou- 
cester comes here to be renovated be- 
fore being taken over by the Massa- 
chusetts naval militia. The vessels 
were two weeks out from Pensacola. 


The Canaan Wreck Inquiry 

Concord, N. H., Oct. 4—The state 
railroad commission continued in this 
city yesterday its investigation into the 
collision on the Boston and Maine rail- 
road at West Canaan, Sept. 15, but 
elicited no new facts save an official 
explanation of the reason for the al- 
most complete telescoping of the day 
coach by the baggage car. 


Two Women Victims of Drink 

Boston, Oct. 4.—Two women died in 
cells during yesterday while under ar- 
rest for intoxication. One, Margaret 
Fanning, was 35 years old. The other, 
Mrs. Margaret Dinsmore, was 45 years 
old. Neither woman was known to be 
in a serious condition. 


Train Ran Over Lineman 

Readville, Mass., Oct. 4.—William 
Fields, aged 45 years, a lineman, while 
inspecting wires here, stepped back- 
ward upon the railroad tracks as a 
train was passing and was instantly 
killed.

Can Best Be Maintained by 
Hard-Hittiag Navy 


NEW COURSE TO BE BEGUN 


Fleet to Alternate In Pacific and At- 
lantic--Will Give Good Training and 
Show Points Needing Strengthen- 
ing--Gist of President’s Speech 
Cairo, Ills., Oct. 4.—In the course of 

his address here President 

said: 


Roosevelt 


This nation is now on terms of the 


most cordial good will with all other 
nitions, Let us make it a prime ob- 
ject of our policy to preserve these con- 
ditions. 

To do so it is necessary on the one 
hand to mete out a generous justice 
to all other peoples and show them 
courtesy and respect; and on the other 
hand, as we are yet a good way off 
from the millennium, to keep ourselves 
in such shape as to make it evident to 
ail men that we desire peace because 
We think it just and right and not from 
motives of weakness or timidity. <As 
for the first requisite, this means that 
hot only the government but the peo- 
ple as a whole shall act in the needed 
spirit; for otherwise the folly of a few 
individuals may work lasting discredit 
to the whole nation. 

Let us build up and maintain at the 
highest point of efficiency the United 
States navy. 

In any great war on land we should 
have to rely in the future as we have 
relied in the past chiefly upon volun- 
teer soldiers; and although it is indis- 
pensable that our little army, an army 
ludicrously small relatively to the 
wealth and population of this mighty 
nation, should itself be trained to the 
highest point and should be valued and 
respected as is demanded by the worth 
of the officers and enlisted men, yet 
it is not necessary that this army 
should be large as compared to the 
armies of other great nations. 

But as regards the navy all this is 
different. We have an enormous coast- 
line, and our coastline is on two great 
oceans. To repel hostile attacks the 
fortifications, and not the navy, must 
be used; but the best way to parry is to 
hit—no fight can ever won except 
by hitting can only hit by 
means of the navy. 

This year I am happy to say that we 
shall begin a course which I hope will 
be steadily followed hereafter, that, 
namely, of keeping the battleship fleet 


be 


alternately in the Pacific and in the 
Atlantic. Early in December the fleet 
will begin its voyage to the Pacific, and 


it will number among its formidable 
fighting craft three great battleships, 
named, respectively, the Illinois, the 
Missouri, and the Kentucky. 

It is a national fleet In every sense 
of the term, and its welfare should be, 
and I firmly believe is, as much a mat- 
ter of pride and concern for every man 
in the farthest interior of our country 
as for every man on the seacoast. A 
long ocean voyage is mighty good train- 
ing; and not the least good it will do 
will be to show just the points where 
our naval program needs strengthen- 
ing. 

Incidentally I think the voyage will 
have oue good effect, for, to judge by 
their comments on the movement, some 
excellent people in my own section of 
the country need to be reminded that 
the Pacific coast is exactly as much a 
part of this nation as the Atlantic coast. 

There is every reason why we should 
fight whatever is evil in the present. 


{ But there is also every reason why we 


should feel a sturdy and confident hope 
for the future. There are many 
wrongs to right; there are many and 
powerful wrongdoers against whom to 
war; and it would be base to shrink 
from the contest or to fail to wage it 
with a high, a resolute will.

The balance of the 
state ticket chosen was as follows: 

Lieutenant governor, E. G. Brown 
of Brockton; secretary of state, D. J 
Ring of Lowell; treasurer, E. J. Cant- 
well of Fall River; auditor, E. F. Fin- 
nerty of Clinton; attorney general, W. 
N. Osgood of Lowell. 

The convention also adopted a plat- 
form of 11 planks which condemns the 
merger of the Boston and Maine rail- 
road with the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad, refers to what 
is termed as “the harmless inactivity 
of the present governor,” denounces 
Henry M. Whitney, one of the candi- 
dates for the Democratic nomination, 
as the great public enemy of the state, 
and urges shorter hours for working- 
men, the popular election of judges and 
United States senators, the recognition 
of labor unions, public ownership of 
public utilities and the. extension of 
the initiative~and refer@ndum.

Cincinnati, Oct. 4.—That co-opera- 
tion and not competition is the life of 
trade was the position taken by Chair- 
man Knapp of the interstate commerce 
commission, in his address before the 
convention of the Grain Dealers’ Na- 
tional association here. Knapp said 
that he believed elements that are now 
conflicting will gather in harmonious 
effort and that the highest honors and 
the greatest glories will go to the citi- 
zens who are the most useful and per- 
form the greatest service. 


Newfoundland Concludes to Yield 

Ottawa, Oct. 4—The government of 
Newfoundland has decided to remove 
all restrictions on the sale of herring. 
This policy has a particular significance 
for Canada. It has all along been 
feared that Premier Bond's course in 
taking objections to the reference of 
the entire question of the treaty of 1818 
to The Hague tribunal would cause the 
United States to recede from its posi- 
tion in favor, with the result that the 
fishery question would remain an open 
and irritating one.

THE RAID ON 


MINERVA ISLAND. 


{Original.] 
Any harbor on that 


“Boat, ahoy! 
fsland?” 

“Yes, but you can’t go in there.” 

“Why not?’ 


“That's Minerva island. Occupied 
and managed by women. They don’t 
allow any men there. Got guns 


mounted to protect the channel.” 

“Old girls or young ones?’ 

“Mostly young ones.” 

That was enough for the yachtsmen. 
A council was held, and it was deter- 
mined to make a conquest of Minerva 
island or die in the attempt. There 
were Lynn Pomeroy, Truby Miller, 
Reid Scarborough and Henry Rud- 
dock. They had all been graduated 
the preceding June in the same class 
at college, and Pomeroy, the wealthy 
one of the lot, had invited the rest for 
a summer cruise on his yacht, the Vul- 
ean. Ten minutes after the council 
broke up they sailed between two 
points of land up toward the harbor.

Frequent and rains, 
cloudiness, and temperatures some- 
what higher than usual, characterized 
the weather of September. The mean 
temperature of the month was 61.4 
the maximum being 84 de- 
grees on the 21st and the minimum 39 
on the 29th. 

The total rainfall of 8.81 inches 
was the greatest in September since 
1896 and was nearly twice the aver- 
age amunot. Rain fell on 16 different 
days and the largest amount in any 
one day was 2.61 inches on the 29th, 
which is also the heaviest precipita- 
tion for any day since Sept. 15, 1904, 
when nearly four inches were record- 
ed. 

There was more cloudiness than

usual, also an excess of relative 
humidity, and the total amount of 
sunshine was 12 percent less than 


the average number of hours. 

There was more wind than usual 
and the prevailing direction was from 
the west. 

The highest velocity attained was 
52 miles an hour from the south on 
the 23d. Thunderstorms occurred on 
six different days, that of the 21st be- 
ing particularly severe. 

Frost was observed in the sur- 
rounding lowlands on the mornings 
of the 26th and 27th and aurora was 
seen on the evening of the 12th.

THEORY AND PRACTICE. 


In M. O. the Latter Generally Exposes 
the Falsity of the Former. 

The theory of municipal ownership 
ls that municipal corporations can do 
for the public at cost the service now 
done by private corporations at a 
profit, saving to the public the amount 
of the profit in reduced charges. 

In the common practice of municipal 
ownership the city does for the public 
at increased expense, but for a lower 
price, what private corporations have 
been doing for a profit. Usually not 
only the profit is absorbed in the in- 
creased expense, but a continual an- 
nual deficiency is covered up by in- 
crease of the municipal debt and fail- 
ure to provide out of earnings for de- 
preciation of plant. 

By the time the plant first installed 
is worn out the city, unless very rich 
and strong, is apt to be at the end of 
its credit. In many cases, like that of 
the Philadelphia gas works, a private 
corporation gets the city plant for a 
song and makes money out of it faster 
than ever. The fundamental idea of 
it, therefore, is to take the money of 
taxpayers to render service to non- 
taxpayers for less than the service 
costs.—Bditorial in Minneapolis Trib- 


M. 0. IN MILWAUKEE. 


Unwarranted Action of the City Coun- 
cil In the Wisconsin Metropolis. 

If you authorize an agent to pur- 
chase a piece’ of property for you at 
$5,000 and he finds that it will cost 
$13,000 and goes ahead and buys it 
without consulting you on the ground 
that you had said that you wanted the 
property, your words would probably 
not look well in print. This is prac- 
tically what has just been done in Mil- 
waukee, the first party being the tax- 
payers of that city and their agent be- 
ing the city council, Some time ago 
the people of Milwaukee voted to au- 
thorize a bond issue of $500,000 to in- 
stall a municipal Nghting plant. 

The city fathers found that the esti- 
mate was $800,000 too low and passed 
a resolution to issue bonds to the ex- 
tent of $1,300,000. The city comptrol- 
ler at first refused to sign the neces- 
sary papers on the ground that in view 
of the great difference in cost the mat- 
ter should be again submitteu to the 
people. This point was, however, 
overruled by the city attorney. If his 
opinion is good law, the law is bad, 
for it permits the agents of the people 
to abuse their powers with impunity. 


Why Kirkwood Shut Down. 

Some time ago the city of Kirkwood, 
Mo., was reported to have shut down 
the generating plant of its electric 
light plant and made a contract for 
current with a private company. The 
arrangement was not, however, con- 
summated, for the company, Mayor 
Ochterbeck claims, did not act in good 
faith. The mayor gives the further 
frank statement in regard to the mu- 
nicipal plant: 

“Our plant was built about the year 
1901, and on account of its being a 
municipal matter the city did not get 
an up to date plant and is today suf- 
fering from having a plant that does 
not meet the requirements, and the 
eost of production is too high; con- 
sequently it does not pay the city if 
we take into consideration deprecia- 
tlon and the interest on our invest- 
ment.” 

Two Diverse Estimates. 

The question of installing a municl 
pal lighting plant at Hancock, Mich., 
bas been laid at rest for five years at 
least, a contract for that period having 
been made by an almost unanimous 
yote of the aldermen. This matter has 
been under discussion for some time, 
and an estimate of fhe cost of a plant 
was obtained from an engineer. The 
amount of this estimate, $15,000, seem 
ed so low that one of the aldermen got 
another estimate from an entirely dis- 
interested engineer, who figured that 
the cost would be $33,000. 


Interest Goes Right Along. 

In 1898 Greenwood, S. C., issued 5 
per cent bonds to the amount of $57,- 
358 for a water and light plant. The 
last report available shows that none 
of the bonds has been paid, but the 
generating plant has been shut down, 
as it was found to be cheaper to buy 
current. A contract has been made 
for ten years, at the end of which 
period the plant will in all probability 
be too antiquated for effective service, 
so that it might as well be written off 
the books—but the interest on the 
bonds keeps right on.

MONUMENT TO WORK 


Splendid Memorial of Present 
Age Planned by Rodin. 


TOWER OF LABOR DESIGNED 


Committee Formed to Push French 
Sculptor’s Project—Appeal For Funds 
to Be issued In Europe and America. 
Fine Inner Decorations: 


A great monument intended to be a 
permanent expression of the age we 
live in has been designed by the fa- 
mous French sculptor, Auguste Rodin, 
and a committee, headed by Armand 
Dayot, has been formed with a view 
to putting M. Rodin’s project into exe- 
cution, says a special cable dispatch 
from Paris to the New York Times. 
An appeal for funds will be issued 
both in Europe and America in the 
belief that all progressive nations will 
contribute to honor labor and creative 
thought and leave a memorial of the 
present age as one of work. 

Rodin’s design is for a lofty tower, 
which he calls the Tower of Labor. 
He designs it to be about 200 feet in 
height, with a central shaft surround- 
ed by a spiral staircase supported by 
eight pillars. At either side of the 
main doorway is a gigantic figure, one 
representing day, the other night. The 
outer surface of the tower is to be 
plain, all decoration being reserved for 
the inner column. This is to be covy- 
ered with bas-reliefs and statues repre- 
senting all kinds of labor and human 
effort. Miners and divers are appro- 
priately placed on the ground floor. 
On the top is a small pink marble 
temple with a gilded roof, crowned by 
two winged figures symbolizing hu- 
manity freed from slavery. The tinted 
marble and gold are intended to sug- 
gest the perpetual sunrise of happiness 
on honest toil. 

M. Rodin was asked recently wheth- 
er he thought his conception likely to 
be carried out. 

“Who knows?” he replied, shrugging 
his shoulders. “A great deal of money 
would be needed to realize it, and I 
fear there are very few people willing 
to open their purses for the sake of an 
artistic conception. Personally I have 
more hope of America than of any 
other country because America pos- 
sesses many men ready to place great 
wealth at the service of art. A solemn 
glorification of work ought to strike 
the imagination of a country which 
gives us such wonderful examples of 
industry. 

“There is no reason why artists of 
all nations should not contribute stat- 
ues and frescoes for the interior deco- 
ration and so make the monument an 
international symphony in marble and 
bronze. The general plan alone would 
be mine. 

“I may never see the tower, but at 
any rate I will have the satisfaction 
derived from a fine idea, and that is 
worth all the rest.” 

Rodin said this in his Paris studio, 
near the Eiffel tower. He had finished 
bis day’s work and was preparing to 
return to his home in Meudon. He 
was asked if he never took a vacation. 

“I work,” he replied, “until I feel too 
tired to do iny best. Then I go away 
for a few days’ rest without making 
plans in advance. I hate to be far 
from my studio and always return 
feeling that life can offer no greater 
satisfaction than work.” 


WARNING TO CARD PLAYERS. 


Mrs. A. B. Sims, Whist Champion, 
Says Game Is Demoralizing. 
Mrs. A. B. Sims of Des Moines, Ia., 
winner of the woman's whist cham- 
pionship of the United States, stood 
before an audience of 4,000 at Winona 
Lake the other night and told why she 
burned up the forty decks of cards 
that she had at home, says a special 


dispatch from Warsaw, Ind., to the 
New York World. 
“It was not uncommon for me to 


play whist from 10 a, m. to 11 p, m.,” 
said Mrs. Sims. “After I saw what I 
was really doing I burned up all the 
pasteboards. I should like to speak in 
every church to the women and tell 
them what card playing led me to and 
what it will lead them to. It was un- 
dermining our church. The whist and 
euchre parties were sweeping the wo- 
men of the congregation, and the 
church was sinking because of their 
neglect. The card craze as it prevails 
among women is the most serious com- 
petitor the church has today.”

MiLK FARMERS’ PLANS 


May Conduct Business Independent 
of Boston Contractors 
Worcester, Mass., Oct. 7.—A plan by 
which Worcester county milk  pro- 
ducers may ship the 10,000 cans of milk 


which that district supplies to Greater 


Boston, independent of the milk con- 
tractors in case some agreement with 
the latter over the price of milk cannot 
be reached, is made public by Jonas 
Bemls, chairman of the milk producers’ 
committee which has been conducting 
negotiations with the contractors. 

The plan outlined is that which is 
being discussed at a big meeting of 
Worcester county milk producers here 
today, at which they will decide what 
to do with their milk in case they 
should break off relations with the con- 
tractors. ‘The farmers ask 38 cents a 
can for their milk, while the highest 
price named by the contractors so far 
has been 35%4 cents a can, which price 
the producers have already voted not 
to accept. 

What to do with the 10,000 cans of 
milk supplied to Boston by this dis- 
trict is a serious problem to the farm- 
ers and to the consumers in the metro- 
politan district. Bemis states that the 
plan considered by his committee was 
for each shipping point to send its 
milk into Boston independent of the 
contractors. They could obtain, he 
said, a freight rate of 2 cents a can on 
their milk, the same rate as is now ob- 
tained by the contractors. By sending 
agents to Boston, Bemis suggested, 
the farmers could secure their own 
customers and conduct an indepndent 
business. This plan will be one of the 
most important to be acted upon at to- 
day’s meeting.

{ VIOLATION OF CONTRACT 


Cheaper Materiai Than Called For 
in Envelopes and Wrappers Sup- 
plied the Government For Many 
Years by Hartford Company 


Washington, Oct. 7.—Postmaster 
General Meyer has suspended the pay- 
ment of all moneys due from his de- 
partment to the Hartford Manufactur- 


ing company of Hartford. and has sub- 
mitted the matter to the attorney gen- 
eral for such further action as may 
be deemed proper. 

The Hartford Manufacturing 
pany up to July 1 last supplied the 
stamped envelopes and newspaper 
wrappers sold at postoflices. Chemical 
analysis of samples have disclosed the 
fact that the composition of the en- 
velope paper has been below the re- 
quirements of the contract, and, ac- 
cording to the computations of the ex- 
perts of the postoflice department, the 
company has in the last four yeaits 
wrongfully benefited to the extent of 
about $425,000. 

One of the manufacturers who sup- 
plied paper to the company has ad- 
mitted that his firm furnished differ- 
ent and cheaper material than speci- 
fied in the contract, and that it was so 
made at the instance of the Hartford 
Manufacturing company. 

Suspicion arose several months ago 
that the Hartford company had been 
using inferior paper for some time, and 
a very extensive examination was re 
quired in order to determ!ne just how 
long the specifications had been dis 
regarded. During the investigation a 
hew contract was entered into for the 
supplying of stamped envelopes and 
hewspaper wrappers with the Mercan 
tile corporation of Dayton, O., beginning 
July 1. As the Harfford comany had 
earried on contracts for 
nearly 30 years, naturally there was 
no other plant in existence to do this 
particular class of work, but the guar- 
antees furnished by the new company,

showing its financial standing and 
ability to obtain a plant, paper, ma- 
chinery and labor, satisfied the post- 


weeks’

master general after several 
personal inquiry 
elsewhere. 

The product must average nearly 
4,000,000 envelopes every working day 
in the year. Of these 30 percent are 
plain stamped envelopes, the remaining 
70 percent being the return cards, 
names and addresses of the senders. 
The two concerns mentioned were the 
only competitors for the new contract, 
the bid of the Hartford company being 
$5,837,635, figured on the basis of the 
estimated quantities required during 
the four years of the contract term, 
while that of the Mercantile corpora- 
tion was $162,251 less. 

Under the specitications of the pres- 
ent contract, authorized Jan. 15, 1907, 
and March 2, 1907, the formula as to 
the quality of the paper was changed to 
a slightly lower grade, a small propor- 
tion of the sulphite being used with the 
rag, which does not affect the welght 
or strength. Under the specifications 
of the former contract the Hartford 
Manufacturing company was called 
upon to supply rag paper. During the 
last few months of its contract the 
Hartford Manufacturing company fur- 
nished envelopes up to the contract re- 
quirements. 


Disaster In Steel Plant 

Butler, Pa., Oct. 7.—An_ explosion 
caused by the upsetting of a metal pot 
of the Standard Steel company caused 
the death of four men, fatally injured 
20 and seriously injured 10 others. 
The large wheel plant was demolished, 
‘ausing a loss estimated at $100,000. 
The condition of the 30 men injured 
is pitiable. Although still alive, the 
features of a majority are mutilated be- 
yond recognition. 


Record For Kite-Flying 

Washington, Oct. 7.—The highest 
altitude ever reached by a kite in this 
country, according to Professor Henry 
of the weather bureau, was that re- 
corded at the Mount Weather station 
in Virginia, when an altitude of slight- 
ly over 23,000 feet was attained. At 
that height a temperature of 5 degrees 
below zero, Fahrenheit, was recorded. 


Duelists Were Poor Sho's 

Paris, Oct. 7—Count De Rozans and 
Marquis De Sardelys fought a duel in 
the Bois de Boulogne as the result of a 
private quarrel. After exchanging two 
shots with pistols without any effect, 
the duel was resumed with swords 
and the count sustained a slight wound 
in the right arm, which caused the 
seconds to separate the combatants.

Met With Surprises In Extensive 
Tour of the West 


ANTI-JAPANESE SENTIMEN7 


Much More Pronounced In Canada 
Than In United States--idea of War 
Scouted--Marvels In Nature Exceed 


In Grandeur Wonders of Europe 


New York, Oct. 7.—Abbe Felix 
Klein, one of the prominent members 
of the clerical element in France, who 
is making a study of American social 
and economic couditions, has returned 
from an extensive tour of the west. 
Speaking of his observations, Klein 
said: 

“I was much impressed while on the 
Pacific coast with the anti-Japanese 
feeling. existing at Vancouver and 
throughout British Columbia, which is 
far more intense than the feeling on 
the American side of the border. At 
San Francisco, the anti-Japanese 
ment is comparatively small and one 
hears little of active agitation aguinst 
the Japanese. 

On the other hand, 1 visited Van- 
couver shortly after the anti-Japanese 
riots, meeting the Japanese consul and 
going through the Japanese quarter. 
Everywhere there was evidence of in- 
tense hostility. It was not a question 
of labor, but of race. The people have 
tuken up the shiboleth of ‘Canada for 
the Canadians’ and they feel that the 
exclusion of the yellow race is essen- 
tial for their self-preservation. They 
are very determined in this feeling and 
ure pressing their view forcibly on the 
authorities at Ottawa and London. 

“Before coming to America I shared 
the view of a considerable element in 
France and throughout Europe that 
the Japanese question might lead the 
United States into war. But personal 
investigation has completely changed 
my views. The people of the west are 
not thinking of such a thing, and scout 
the very idea of war. Even in San 
Francisco, which I supposed in Europe 
to be the center of anti-Japanese hos- 
tility, there was much feeling 
than I found to exist in the British 
colonies to the north. It is quite evi- 
dent also, in witnessing the splendid de- 
velopment of the Pacific coast, that a 
war would be little short of criminal, 
alike disastrous, to Japan and the 
United States, neither of whom have 
anything to gain by such a recourse to 
barbarism, 

“This Canadian branch of the Japan- 
ese question is really of much import 
ance to the United States, as Japan can 
hardly expect more from the United 
States than exacts of Canada, 
where the opposition to the Japanese 
is far more acute. Moreover, British 
public opinion can well afford to moder- 
ate its views on San Francisco's oppo- 
sition to the Japanese, since a British 
greater animosity

colony is showing 
to the Japanese than any of the states 
on the American side of the border.” 
Abbe Klein extended his southern 
trip to the petrified forests of Arizona 
and the Grand Canyon. He describes 
the latter as the greatest marvel in na- 
ture, exceeding in grandeur the nature 
wonders of Europe, Asia or Africa. He 
also visited the Apache Indians. The 


word “Apache” has been adopted in 
Paris as the name of the hoodlum 
class. 


“I was obliged to apologize to the 
Indians,” said Klein, “as I found them 
far less savage than their namesakes in 
Paris. The Apaches are attending 
schools where practical farming and 
housekeeping is taught, and they are 
highly self-respecting and _ intelligent 
people.” 

Speaking of the people in the west, 
Klein said that he was struck by the 
fact that they look upon the east as a 
sort of foreign country, much as the 
people of the Atlantic states look upon 
Europe. They are making great strides 
forward, particularly in the region 
about Puget sound, which, in the judg- 
ment of this foreign observer, is to be 
a field of America’s greatest future de- 
velopment. 

Abbe Klein goes to Boston today, 
where he will deliver a course of lec- 
tures on the church crisis in France 
These will be published later. His 
present tour of America will be the 
basis for a volume on the future de- 
velopment of the United States. 


Too Many Asiatics Coming 

Washington, Oct. 7—Immigration of 
Japanese into America is increasing at 
so alarming a rate that it has been de- 
termined by the government to adopt 
extraordinary measures to prevent the 
introduction into the United States, not 
ouly of Japanese, but of other Asiatic 
coolie laborers. One result of the trip 
of Secretary Straus along the Cana- 
dian border and the Pacific coast has 
been an order increasing the force of 
immigration inspectors along the Cana- 
dian border, with a view to controlling, 
if possible, the flood of Asiatic immigra- 
tion into America. 

For many months the government 
has had immigration inspectors in Mex- 
feo and Canada making investigations 
respecting the coming to America of 
Asiatic laborers, especally 
In practically every instance the  in- 
spectors have reported that the Japan- 
ese who reach Mexico or Canada from 
Hawhii are found for the United 
States. Inquiries in the Hawaiian isl- 
ands have revealed organizations 
whose business it is to procure Japan- 
ese laborers for work in the United 
States.

Philip Harrison, manager of the New 
York Lubricating Oil company, which 
has engaged in a long strife with the 
Standard in the lubricating oil indus- 
try, was on the witness stand all day 
and testified that, though the products 
of his company had proven satisfae- 
tory to the railroads and were sold at! 
prices under the Stunduard’s figures, 
the railroads declined to renew their | 
contracts with the New York Lubricat- | 
ing Oil company. 

Mr. Harrison said he was never open- 
ly told by the railroad officials why the 
contracts were not entered into again, 
but he had a well defined idea of the 
cause. The New York Lubricating Oil 
company entered into a contract in! 
1903 to supply the Louisville and Nash- | 
ville railroad for a periof of two years, | 
said Harrison, and six months before | 
the contract expired President Smith 


of the railroad informed the oil com- 
pany that it need not endeavor to ob- 
tain a renewal of the contract. 


Mr. Harrison testified that he had 
informed Smith that if he was permit- 
ted to bid for the business he was pre- 
pared to reduce the price of engine oil 
from the current contract price. Not- | 
fact that Smith had 
praised the quality of the oil and that 
it was offered at a lower price than } 
that asked by the Standard, Harrison | 
said, the Louisville and Nashville en- 
tered into a contract with the Galena 
Signal Oi] company, a subsidiary of the 
oil combine. 

Mr. Kellogg, counsel for the govern- | 
ment, showed the witness the contract | 
entered into between the Louisville 
and Nashville and the Galena company | 


after the railroad’s contract with the 
New York Lubricating company had 
expired and Harrison said that the fig- | 
ures showed that the railroad paid 
$30,000 a year more for its oil to the 
Standard than it would have paid un- 
der a contract with the New York | 
company. 

Mr. Harrison testified that the Cen- | 
tral Railroad of Georgia had _ pur- 
chased its oil from his company and 
that it had been found satisfactory. 
The Standard obtained the business, 
the witness said, notwithstanding the | 
fact that the ojl combine charged a 
higher price than the New York Lu- 
bricating Oil company. 

Mr. Harrison's testimony 
minated by several exchanges between 


the witness and counsel. Mr. Rosen-

informed him that the contracts en-

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Peace Delegates Adopt Project 
For Obligatory Arbitration 


A VICTORY FOR AMERICA 


Strong Pressure From Germany to 
Thwart Proposition Has Little Ef- 
fect--Austro-Hungarian Gets a Lec- 


ture From an American Delegate 


The Hague, Oct. 8.—The approval at 


last evening's session of the committee 


on arbitration of the Anglo-American 


project for obligatory arbitration, re- 
ferred te during the course of the de- 


bates as the permanent international 


high court of justice, the court of ar- 
bitral justice, 
and universal arbitration, is regarded 
as a great victory, especially for the 
United States. The first proposition 
on this subject was presented to the 
conference on July 8 by the American 
delegation, and Joseph H. Choate has 
labored unceasingly and determinedly 
for its acceptance. 

The project was approved with a ma- 
jority greater than was hoped for. It 
is essentially American, and its basis, 
the enunciation of the idea of com- 
pulsory arbitration, was taken bodily 
from the American proposition. The 
vote, 31 ayes to 9 noes, the countries 
in opposition being Germany, Austria- 
Hungary, Switzerland, Belgium, Rou- 
mania, Greece, Turkey, Bulgaria, and 
Montenegro, proved that, as M. Re 
nault (Irance) said in the discussion, 
“arbitration is not a strange beast that 
must be muzzled.” 

Another great success for America 
was the unanimity with which all the 
countries of the American continent 
stood firmly at the side of the United 
States, thus putting an end to the im- 
pression of lack of harmony between 
the governments of the Westero 
Hemisphere created by reports of re- 
cent dissensions. 

The compactness of Latin-America 
Was more noticeable, insomuch as it is 
known that Germany exercised strong 
pressure to get support from some 
South American countries. All the 
combined efforts from Berlin on the dif- 
ferent governments at their capitals 
and from Baron Von Pieberstein, the 
head of the German delegation, on the 
delegates here, had only one effect, that 
of inducing Austria-Hungary to vote 
against the measure. Germany suc- 
ceeded also in inducing Italy to abstain 
from voting, but the triple alliance 
sufficiently explains this. 

But outside of the triple alliance Ger- 
many made headway only because she 
does not accept General Porter's prop- 
osition regarding the collection of con- 
tractual debts, which is a matter con- 
nected with the project of obligatory 
arbitration. Thus Switzerland, a 
country which cannot bombard the 
ports of any American debtor country, 
is the only power which refuses to ad- 
here to the new doctrine forbidding the 
employment of force for the collection 
of private pecuniary debts. 

During the afternoon sitting of the 
committee Herr Kapos-Mere (Austria- 
Hungary) caused an incident by again 
raising the question that it was useless 
to conclude treaties with the United 
States, as the American senate might 
refuse to ratify them, but he received 
from James B. Scott of the American 
delegation such a lesson that he will re- 
member it for a long time. 

The Austro-Hungarian delegate de- 
clared that, contrary to Renault's as- 
sertion at the sitting of last Saturday, 
the conditions in the United States in 
the matter of arranging treaties was 
not analogous to those in any other 
state. 

“It is not a question of good faith, 
which is under discussion,” said Von 
Kapos-Mere, “but the government of 
the United States, after concluding a 
treaty with Austria-Hungary in 1904, 
did not ratify it, explaining that the 
American senate had imposed a condi- 
tion that ratification would compro- 
mise, namely, a special agreement to be 
submitted to the senate. This is an 
obstacle against which not only the 
peace conference but even the Amer- 
ican government is powerless.” 

Mr. Scott then arose and said with 
much irony: “I am touched at the les- 
son on American internal constitutional 
law which the delegate from Austria- 
Hungary has given me. The question 
of ratification and compromise belongs 
solely to the internal constitutional 
law of the United States. It is differ- 
ent to international law, whether the 
compromise be by sovereigns or by leg- 
islative bodies or by both. A foreign 
government looks not to the process, 
but to the completed act, and it has no 
right to discuss or examine the internal 
means by which the act is concluded. It 
is the result, not the process, which is 
important.” 

After further discussing the matter 
Mr. Scott declared that the policy of 
the United States is not a subject for 
duscussion at an international confer- 
ence.

CAMPAIGN STUMPING BEGUN 


Whitney Stands as 
of Insulted Dignity’’ ot the State- 


Denounces Barilett and His Lieu- 


tenants and Criticises Lodge | 


Boston, Oct 8,—The contesting Dem- 
ocratic nominees for the state ticket for 


the November election will present 


their claims before the ballot law com- 
mission of the state on Wednesday. 
As the ticket headed by Henry M. Whit- 
hey was filed first with the secretary 
of state yesterday, It will be for those 
representing Charles W. Bartlett, the 
other aspirant for the nomination for 
governor, to show cause why the Whit 
ney ticket ts irregular. 

The commission may also cousider a 
petition to throw out both tickets und 
declare that no convention was held at 
Springtield on Saturday, tiled yesterday 
by E. G. Brown of Brockton, who ‘st 
week was nominated for lieutenant 
governor by the Independence League, 
and claims to have been a candidate for 
the same position on the Democratic 
ticket at Springfield. 

The Whitney ticket will be repre 
sented at the hearing by former Attor- 
ney General Parker, a Republican, 
while it is expected that Bartlett will 
take personal charge of his own case. 
If the ballot law commission finds that 
there was no convention and throws out 
both tickets, it will be necessary for 
the candidates to file nomination pa- 
pers, but not as regular Democrats, in 
which case there will be no Democratic 
ticket at the November and, 
according to some lawyers, none in the 
state for the coming year. 

What bearing such a contingency 
will have on the selection of four dele- 
gates at large next spring to the na- 
tional convention las not been ascer- 
tained. 

Henry M. Whitney opened his cam- 
paign at a largely attended rally in 
Brookline last night. He said in part: 

“I come before you as a candidate 
for the position of governor of the 
commonwealth. But owing to the in- 
famous practices of certain men, 
come before you today on an entirely 
new issue. I stand as the representa- 
tive of the insulted dignity of the com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. You all 
know what happened in Springfield, 
how the constitutional rights of the 
citizens of Massachusetts were vio- 
lated, how force and fraud usurped the 
place of iaw and order, how the sacred- 
ness of the ballot was violated, and the 
good name of the state of Massachu- 
setts was trampled in the dust. 

“I appeal to men in all parties to 
help in redeeming the state from this 
great disgrace. I guarantee that the 
Democratic party will do her part. She 
will purge herself from her Kileys and 
O'’Connells and their co-conspirators; 
aye, and her George Fred Williams and 
her Charles W. Bartletts, and come 
forth from this ideal purified as by 
fire. No, the hand of the assassin has 
not drawn the life-blood from the 
Democratic party of the state of Mas- 
sachusetts. She will arise invig- 
orated from this encounter with her 
foes, and will again become, as of old,

an aggressive and potent influence for 
good. 
“What I have been striving to 


bring to the attention of the people 
of Massachusetts is the importance of 
the open door to markets nearer home, 
to that great country to the north and 
east of us now entering upon a career 
of development akin to that which was 
witnessed a century earlier in the 
United States of America. The people 
of Massachusetts are well nigh a unit 
upon this question. Senator Lodge has 
the bad taste to sneer at these efforts, 
to decry al! attempts at improving the 
material conditions of the people of the 
state of Massachusetts by any attempt 
to regain the ground that he, false to 
his duty and false to his state, aban- 
doned years ago when the people of 
Canada were freely offering us this 
great boon. He rejoices in our misfor- 
tunes and glories in his shame. This 
opportunity is not lost to us if the peo- 
ple of Massachusetts will but express 
themselves in favor of reopening this 
question. That is the only way in 
which at, the present time anything can 
be done by the people of Massachu- 
setts in the promotion of this great 
cause. 

“Natural conditions have not 
changed with the refusal of the senator 
to consider the offers made by Sir Wil- 
fred Laurier. We stand related geo- 
graphically just the same as we always 
have stood, and always shall stand. 
The almighty decreed that these two 
great nations should dwell together in 
bonds of mutual relations. God 
reigns. Sooner or later His laws will 
assert themselves, tariff barriers will 
be banished from the border, and trade 
with Canada be as free and unre- 
stricted as it Is between the states in 
the American Union.”

‘The air is 
heavy with the stories of corruption at 
city hall, of offices sold, of percentages 
taken, of payrolls loaded, of loans 
made to support men in idleness, of 
widespread frauds at the ballot box 
which should be rigidly investigated 
and brought to the light of day.”

Newfoundland Vessels Damaged 

St. Johns, Oct. 9.—A heavy gale se- 
verely damaged the fishing fleet on the 
Grand Banks. By the submergence of 
a cableway at the Harmsworth Pulp 
mills at Grand Falls four of the em- 
ployes were drowned. Two dismasted 
schooners were sighted off the northern 
coast yesterday. It is thought that 
the vessels are those which, it was 
feared, were lost with all hands dur- 
ing the gale of Sept. 18. 


Plotting by Ex-Emperor 

Seoul, Oct. 9.—Since the arrival here 
of Prince Ito, the Jupanese resident 
general, investigation has brought out 
the fact that during his absence the 
former emperor has been engaged in 
formulating a conspiracy with the ob- 
ject of preventing Japan from carry- 
ing out her plans in Korea. The influ- 
ence of the former emperor is increas- 
ing, and nothing is done without his 
consent. 


Call For Books and Records

Battleship Ashore Many Hours 

Norfolk, Oct. 9.—With the assistance 
of seven powerful tugs, the battleship 
Kentucky, whch stranded off Lam- 
bert’s point at 2 o’clock yesterday 
morning, while endeavoring to avoid a 
possible collision with vessels lying at 
anchor in the stream, was floated late 
last night. It is not thought that the 
Kentucky sustained any damage.

England in a dozen years raged for 10 

hours yesterday.

On land the damage to 
buildings, trees and fruit crops was 
extensive in some sections. 

The bays and harbors in southeastern 
New England received the full force 
of the storm, a 60-knot wind driving 
great billows among the shipping at 
anchor. 

At Fall River the barge Bessie J, 
which arrived from Edgewater, N. J., 
with coal, was sunk at her moorings. 
Captain Allen W. Robbins and William 
McComker were drowned. In the 
same harwgor steamer Warren dragged 
her anchor and drifted ashore. She 
was not damaged. The wind blew 
over a huge crane for uploading coal 
at the Staples Coal company’s wharf in 
Fall River, about $50,000 damage re- 
sulting. 

Schooner 8S. H. 
Me., for Vineyard Haven, 
full fury of the tempest off Pollock 
Rip and sprung aleak. The schooner 
was in a sinking condition when the 
Chatham lifesaving crew took off her 
crew late yesterday. An unknown 
schooner was anchored near the Saw- 
yer, but she dragged her anchor and 
was blown to sea. 

While the Monomoy lifesavers were 
waiting an opportunity to assist-her 
they received word that a three-master 
had been jblown ashore at Bass River, 
2 miles west of Monomoy. The 
schooner proved to be the Charlotte T. 
Sibley, Belfast, Me., for New York, 
with lumber. The heavy seas threw 
her onto the outer bar, where she pound- 
ed heavily. Signals were set in the 
rigging, but before the Monomoy crew 
reached the schooner the sailors bad all 
been taken off by a volunteer crew in 
a large power boat. The Sibley may be 
floated. 

The Philadelphia 
Tamaqua, Boston for Philadelphia, 
iost one of her three barges off Chat- 
ham, but recovered it last evening. 

In Boston harbor schooner Alma 
struck on Lovell’s island.

BABY’S BODY IN A BAG 


Suit Case Mystery For Providence 
Police to Solve 

Providence, Oct. 9—This city has its 
mysterious dress suit case murder in 
the discovery of the body of a 2-year-old 
boy crowded into a grip of that kind 
and left in a yard near the Hope reser- 
voir. . 

Deliberate murder is disclosed in the 
autopsy.

Claimed By 
Liquor Dealers 
Because Quincy 
Limited Expresses 


The letter of Amos Di Vito of Bos- 
ton, who seeks a permit to transport 
liquor in Quincy, which was read at 
the meeting of the City Council on 
Monday evening is a unique one in 
many ways. It is also, incidentally, 
argument in favor of re- 
stricting the number of permits 
It is a good campaign article 
for the Citizens’ No-License League. 

The writer claims that by reducing 
the number of permits that a sort of 
express monopoly has been created 
and that many Boston rumsellers are 
loosing trade in Quincy. 

That the transportation of liquor is 
a lucrative one is evinced by the 
statement that he could raise $15,000 
for the exclusive right to transport 
liquor into Quincy. 

As it is now, 
fifty cents from every case of beer 
brought into Quincy. Twenty-five 
cents of this is paid by the  pur- 
chaser for transportation and the ex- 
pressman also receives a commission 
of twenty-five cents from the liquor 
dealer of whom he purchases the 
liquor.

Dear Sir:—The writer of this letter 
has signed a petition, to be submitted 
for consideration to the Honorable 
Common Council Board of Quincy, 
Mass.; the petition is a request for 
an express license to convey liquor 
from Boston to Quincy. 

I believe that the Honorable cit) 
fathers should grant the petition by 
the following reasons: 

ist because the transportation facili- 
ties are not adequate enough to satisfy 
both the liquor dealers of Boston and 
the Quincy customers, 2d since the 
City Fathers have limited the express 
licenses to twelve not only have 
transportation facilities decreased but 
an express monopoly has seemingly 
been formed. The chief reasons why 
I have made an application is because 
the wholesalers of Boston are com- 
plaining of the loss of trade to their 
firms which has been caused and 
largely due to the reasons reported 
to me by some liquor dealers as fol- 
lows: 

Quincy patronizers of Boston liquor 
firms of long stancing have ordered 
liquors from Boston firms but the con- 
siderable delay caused by express de- 
livery, has brought the same trade in 
other channels, that is to other firms, 
of the considerable liquor mer- 
chandise express to Quincy, partly 
has been delivered long after it was 
expected; partly has been known to 
go jo the wrong resident and another 
portion of it has returned to the Bos- 
ton firm from Quincy after a long de- 
lay; with a loss to the firm of not 
only the sale of merchandise so much 
as double transportation charges 
which had to be paid. 

The cause of the above results is 
due partly to the ignorance of the 
express drivers and in many cases as 
I am made to understand, the drivers 
can not read the Italian names cor- 
rectly. While in many other cases 
they are unable to deliver the mer- 
chandise to the right parties, whether 
this is really so or whether the 
drivers do it intentionally, I am ata 
loss to know. 

There is another reason and a seri- 
ous one, Honorable Quincy City 
Fathers do you realize a possible 
transportation monopoly formed either 
in Quincy or Boston? 

As I understand it, a liquor dealer 
has come before the Quincy Common 
Council and said that if the Quincy 
Common Council would restrict or 
limit the express licenses to twelve 
that he would give $12,000, to the 
Quincy City Treasurer. 

What does this mean I ask, does

Webster Nominated. 

Walter A. Webster who recently came 
to Atlantic for a bride, was last night 
nominated as the Republican candidate 
for district attorney of Boston. He ad- 
dressed the Unitarian club and the Con- 
gregational club at Wollaston last win- 
ter, and convinced his audiences that 
he was a staunch believer in good gov- 
ernment and that he would be aggres- 
sive when opportunity offered in en- 
forcing the laws. 

Mr. Webster has been prominent in 
the councils of his party since 180. 
Elected to the House of Representatives 
in 1905, he served on the committee on 
street railways.

IS AN ILLEGAL CORPORATION 


Kellogg Says It Is S.ill Directed by 
Those Who Had to Do With Form- 


ation of Trust--Profits and D.vidends 


Are Revealed For the First Time 


New York, Oct. 9.—From statements 
culled from ledgers and books found in 
the offices of the Standard Oil com- 
pany, Frank B. Kellogg, counsel for} 
the United States government, 
ceeded in placing on yesterday’s record 


of the federal proceedings against the}: 
Tr 


oil combine the processes and stages 
through which the combine passed ir 
its changes from the old Standard Oil 
trust to (he present Standard Oil com- 
pany of New Jersey. 

Out of the maze of figures developed 
in a voluminous mass from the com- 
pany’s books and from testimony given 
by Clarence G. Fay, assistant auditor 
of the Standard, called as a witness, 
the government's counsel says he be- 
lieves he has proved the federal allega- 
tion that the Standard is an illegal 
corporation and that by devious de- 
vices has maintained its entirety and 
that it is under the same ownership as 
when it was formed. 

Mr. Kellogg says that he is of the 
opinion that, notwithstanding that 
the government was unable to discover 
the transfer books and stock ledgers of 
the liquidating trustees, the evidence 
adduced yesterday shows that the so- 
called oil trust only affected to dis- 
solve under the order of the Ohio courts 
in 1892 and that its direction is still 
held by those who had to do with the 
formation of the Standard Oil trust. 


Statements submitted yesterday 
showed in brief that at the inception 
of the Standard Oil trust in 1882 there 
was $70,000,000 in trust certificates is- 
sued for stocks of various companies, 
which entered into the combine. In 
the trust period from 1882 to 1892 a 
stock dividend of $15,000,000 was de- 
clared, and this, with other stocks is- 
sued for plant purchases, brought the 
total capitalization of the Standard up 
to $97,250,000. 

As a result of a decision of the su- 
preme court of Ohio, forbidding the 
trustees from voting the trust certifi- 
cates, there was a resolution passed by 
the trustees directing that the trust be 
dissolved. Fay read a statement in 
the record showing that the day fol- 
lowing the passage of that resolution 
64 subsidiary companies were consoli- 
dated with the Standard Oil company 
of New Jersey and 19 other subsi- 
diaries of the trust. 

Seven months later, on Nov. 30, 1892, 
the witness read from statements, 
there were 494,619 trust certificates 
presented for cancellation and to the 
holders were given their pro rata 
shares in the 20 subsidiary companies 
which then made up the trust. There 

Mr. Kellogg sought to show that 
those Who held control of the trust, 
with the exception of a few friends, 
were the only ones who liquidated their 
trust certificates and that, by liquidat- 
ing only a majority of the total cer- 
tificates outstanding which they owned, 
they continued their direction of the 
trust by voting a majority of the stock 
in the subsidiary companies. 

Mr. Kellogg endeavored to show that 
those who liquidated their trust cer- 
tificates and took the stocks of the 
subsidiaries were John D. Rockefeller, 
William Rockefeller, H. M. Flagler, 
Benjamin Brewster, J. D. Archbold, 
H. H. Rogers, W. H. Tilford, ;C. W. 
Harkness, estate of CP. Jennings, 
Emma Auchincloss, estate of Charles 
Pratt, and O. H. Payne. 

For the first time the profits and 
dividends of the Standard Oil trust, 
from its inception in 1882 to 1891, were 
made public yesterday. The profits of 
the Standard Oil trust, as-stated by 
Fay, were as follows: 1882, $12,388,- 
507; 1883, $11,231,790; 1884, $7,778 
205; 1885, $8,382,935; 1886, $15,-

The Transcript prints a cable of 
interest from Belfast, Ireland, which 
reports a remarkable launch there on 
Saturday when the new bow built for 
the White Star line steamer Suevic, 
to replace the one left on Stag Rock, 
near the Lizard, March 17, last, slid 
into the water. The Suevic, during a 
fog, ran on the rocks and after vain 
attempts to refloat her, the salvers 
cut away her fore part, refloated the 
rest of the ship and towed it tg South- 
ampton, where it is now in drydock 
and ready to receive the new bow. 

The latter, which is 200 feet long, 
considerably longer than the old bow, 
is fitted with deck houses, captain’s 
bridge, mast and so on. It will be 
towed to Southampton, where the two 
sections will be connected, not as 
two clean-cut portions, but almost in 
the*same shape as when they were 
separated, the jagged ends of the iron 
work, the bent pipes and splintered 
woodwork having been prepared for 
accurately joining the two portions of 
the steamer.

The 
stones used for this purpose are small, 
some of them, “paving” diamonds, run- 
ning 500 to one carat of weight. This 
practice permits of the multiplicity of 
form and color demanded by the crea- 
tions of the costumer. 

Naturally “jewelry costuming” has 
brought into favor all the colored 
precious and semiprecious stones, 
aquamarine, amethyst, topaz, jade— 
anything to get the color effect desired 
for special costumes. 

Among the most exquisite novelties 
are the. necklaces, belts and dog col- 
lars of plain black silk ribbon or yel- 
vet, supplied with clasps and de- 
signs in diamond “paving” set in plati- 
num. Attached to these necklaces are 
diamond “paved” watches of incredi- 
ble thinness.

A Monster Buoy. 

For the mooring of the gigantie Cu- 
nard turbine ocean liner Lusitania in 
the Mersey, where the tidal currents 
run at six or even seven knots an 
hour, a huge pear shaped buoy has 
been anchored between Tranmere and 
tock Ferry,.on the Cheshire side of 
the river, near the school ship Conway, 
Bays the New York Globe. The buoy 
is held by four enormous chain cables 
made of links with metal three and 
three-quarter inches in diameter, hav- 
ing an aggregate weight of about 200 
tons. The four anchors between them 
weigh thirty-six tons. The cables have 
twice the strength of those used for 
mooring the largest warship of the 
royal navy, the H. M. S. Dreadnought.

‘MURDER IN FIRST DEGREE 


dury Finds That Robens Was the 
Slayer of Dickinson 

Houlton, Me. Oct. 14—After de- 
liberating more than 10 hours, the jury 
in the supreme eourt which has listened 
to the evidencs in the trial of Juan 
Robens, alias Teck Roberts, a guide and 
farmhand, charged with the murder of 
J. E. Dickinson at Smyrna Mills on 
Oct. 18, 1906, returned a verdict of 
guilty. This was the second trial of 
Robens, the first having resulted in a 
disagreement ef the jury. 

The penaity for first degree murder 
in this state is imprisonment for life. 
Robens listened to the verdict of the 
jury consigning him to state prison for 
the remainder his days with the 
same lack of emotion that has char- 
acterized his demeanor throughout the 
trial. 

The evidence upon which the convic- 
-tion of Robens was secured was of a 
circumstantial nature, there being no 
Witnesses of the shooting and the pris- 
oner denying any knowledge of the 
rime.

He also admitted that he never knew 
of a case where there had been a roll- 
eall for temporary chairman for a con- 
vention, although he had laid particular 
stress in his direct examination on the 
fact that the opportunity was denied 
the Whitney men. 

Josiah Quincy, another Whitney 
leader, ated most of McNary’s 
direct testimony, but also admitted that 
he never heard of a rolleall for tempo- 
rary chairman. 

The most important testimony was 
that of Sergeant Norris of the Spring- 
field police, who said that when he ar- 
rived at the theatre before the conven- 
tion he ordered the auditorium cleared. 
He found the first four rows filled with 
men and, in company with one of the 
Bartlett men in charge of the hall, he 
had the latter collect tickets from them 
all, Later he ordered the doors of the 
theatre thrown open to those bearing 
tickets. 

An officer who followed him stated 
that from the time the sergeant en- 
tered the ‘theatre to clear it until he 
ordered the doors open, only a_ fetw 
people were able to exchange their 
credentials for tickets at the box of- 
fice. This apparently bore out the 
Whitney claim that many persons were 
admitted to the theatre without going 
through the formality of exchanging 
their credentials for tickets at the box 
office.

The Bee's Feet. 
Naturalists say that the feet of the 
common working bee exhibit the curi- 
ous combination of a basket, a brush 
and a pair of pinchers. The brush, the 
hairs of which are arranged in sym- 
metrical rows, is seen only with a high 
grade microscope. With this brush of 
fairy delicacy the bee brushes its vel- 
vet robe to remove the pollen dust with 
which it becomes loaded while suck- 
ing up the nectar of flowers. Another 
delicate apparatus is the spoon shaped 
appendage that receives the gleanings 
that the bee wishes to carry to the 
hive. Finally, by opening the brush 
and the basket by means of a neat lit- 
tle hinge, the two become a pair of 
pinchers, which render important serv- 
ice in constructing the cells for the 
reception of the honey.

The mills went up with three dis- 
tinct explosions, followed 90 
later by a fourth, 
than the others, when the 
went up. Immediately 
explosions the wreckage caught fire 
and the inhabitants of the town who 
rushed to the rescue of the mill em- 
ployes found themselves powerless to 
aid those burning in the ruins. 

They worked frantically, in  con- 
stant danger from possible succeeding 
explosions, unmindful of their ruined 
Dead and dying were picked 
up and collected. Eighteen 
burned and mangled, were carted to a 
protected spot to await identification, 
while the badly injured, numbering up- 
ward of 50, were put on a special train 
and taken to Terre Haute for hospital 
treatment.

When the heat from 
the burning mills exploded the giant 
powder magazine later, practically de- 
stroying the town by the concussion, 
many of those engaged in rescue work 
were badly injured and several! killed. 

Superintendent Monahan of the plant 
was killed while sitting in the office, 
and his wife and sister-in-law were 
killed in their home some _ distance 
away. That the death list is not far 
greater is due to the fact that the peo- 
ple of the town had left their houses 
at the first explosion and were not in 
them when the explosion of the 40,- 
000 kegs of powder in the magazine 
shattered their homes and piled their 
household goods in heaps of debris, 

Among the buildings totally destroy- 
ed in this town were the Methodist and 
Christian churches, the depot, all busi- 
ness blocks, including a large block 
just completed, a large warehouse and 
500 residences. 

The fronts and sides of many were 
blown away, the roofs of others were 
hurled into space, while some were re- 
duced to a mass of collapsed wreck- 
age. 

Three school buildings were de- 
stroyed, two at Fontanet and one at 
Coal Bluff, two miles away. All were 
filled with school children and every 
one of these were more or less injured 
by the collapse of the buildings 

A four-room schoolhouse was torn to 
pieces and not one of the 200 children 
None was fatally 
hurt. The school building at Coal Bluff 
was turned over and collapsed. The 
teacher and 90 pupils were more or less 
injured. 

The force of the explosion destroyed 
all telephone communication with out- 
side towns, and it was with creat diffi- 
culty that aid was summoned.

No one gave 
heed to the boys, who sought in vain 
to attract attention to the wrecked 
schoo! building. In the meantime sev- 
eral others struggled out of the debris 


and finally the public began to realize 
that possibly a greater tragedy than 
that at the mill had occurred. <A few 


hastened to the wrecked building and 
men were lifting timbers off the 
imprisoned children and carrying the 
injured away.

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Milk Producers Present Petition 
to Governor Guild 


A SLAP AT CONTRACTORS 


Say They Maintain Absolute Control 
of Boston Market Without Compe- 
Placed 


Farmers Declared to Be Too Heavy 


tition--Res‘rictions Upon 


Worcester, Mass., Oct. 16.—The peti- 
tion of the Worcester county farmers 
the 
dairy conditions of the state which was 


asking for an investigation into 


presented to Governor Guild yesterday 
was made public last night by the 
farmers’ committee which has had the 
matter in charge. 

The petition states that about 85 per- 
cent of the milk used in Boston and the 
metropolitan district reaches the city 
by railroads and is controlled by five 
contractors; it stated also that an in- 
vestigation will disclose that the terri- 
tory producing milk for the Boston 
market has been so divided by the five 
contractors that they maintain absolute 
control without competition, and that 
the cars leased from the railroads by 
the contractors are the only means af- 
forded by the railroads for a proper 
transportation of the product. 

The restrictions placed upon the 
farmers are also gone into at consider- 
able extent ‘by the petition, which 
claims that should the laws governing 
the standard of milk when sold be 
properly enforced the farmers would be 
constuntly liable to fine and imprison- 
ment, as it is practically impossible to 
meet the standard. 

The petition claims that the percent 
of solids in the milk has nothing to do 
with its purity. It also asks the gov- 
ernor to determine whether milk 
brought in from other states comes 
from sanitary sources and from cows 
subject to tuberculosis tests. 

An investigation is asked for into 
what restrictions are placed upon the 
contractors who, it is claimed, have op- 
portunities to adulterate the milk 
from the farmers with milk of an infe- 
rior grade, and alleges that by taking 
out some of the solids required of the 
milk as furnished, and selling it in the 
form of some by-product, they deprive 
the consumer of what is legally his. 

Rather than pay the high charges for 
grain and feed and because they claim 
that the big milk contractors are taking 
all the profits, farmers all over the 
big milk belt embracing Massachusetts 
and New Hampshire, are said to be 
planning to sell their unproductive 
cows to the butchers. 

Two of the biggest milk producers 
of Newmarket, N. H., yesterday esti- 
mated that within the next five months 
fully 2500 dry cows would be turned 
into beef, and that if something was not 
done very soon to improve the farmer's 
lot the contractors would meet with 
determined opposition from the  pro- 
ducer’s end by Noy. 1. 

Bookkeeper’s Life a Mystery 

New York, Oct. 16.—Sitting half 
bent over her books, as natural as in the 
busiest moments of the day, Miss 
Annie Dunn, a beautiful young girl of 
21 years, employed as bookkeeper by 
Parker & Greensburg, was found dead 
by one of her employers. Considerable 
mystery attached to the personality of 
Miss Dunn. She had worked for the 
firm of shirt manufacturers only eight 
months and little was known about 
her. Miss Dunn lived entireiy alone 
in a furnished room house and no one 
knew of a single relative. 


Practice Flight of Big Balloon 

St. Louls, Oct. 16.—After traveling 
through the air a distance of almost 100 
miles in three hours and 10 minutes, 
J. C. MeCoy and Captain Chandler 
brought the balloon Psyche down to 
earth three miles north of Jackson- 
ville, Ills., ending the first trial trip 
taken by the aeronauts who are to con- 
test in the international races to be 
held here next week. 


To Govern All Utilities 

Manila, Oct. 16—The Philippine 
commission has authorized the crea- 
tion of a permanent public utilities 
commission, consisting of three mem- 
bers, with power to adjust, increase or 
reduce the rates to be charged for all 
utilities. The law bearing on this sub- 
ject covers every utility at present and 
also provides for future contingencies.

Budapest, Oct. 16.—Rumors have 
reached here from America of a re- 
ported difficulty between Miss Gladys 
Vanderbilt and her fiance, Count 
Szecheny!.

CIL TRUST HAD SPIES 


Dbtaned Information Concerning 
Business of Rival Compan.es 

New York, Oct. 16.—The taking of 
testimony in the United States suit for 
the dissolution of the Stagdard Oil 
compaky of New Jersey is being rapidly 
concluded in this city and on next Fri- 
day it is planned to adjourn the hear- 
ings for several: weeks in order that 
counsel on both sides may carefully go 
over the evidence already adduced. 

Most of yesterday's session of the oil 
suit was given over to placing on the 
records statements compiled from the 
Standard’s books showing the cost and 
selling prices of oil in various terri- 
tories. The statements were not read. 
Mr. Kellogg also placed on the rec- 
ords statements prepared by the Stand- 
ard’s agents in the selling field, show- 
ing the shipmenis of the independent oil 
companies. 

L. J. Drake, selling agent of the 
Standard Oil company of Indiana, tes- 
tified that five years ago the Republic 
Oil company was organized to do busi- 
ness in Michigan and other states as- 
an independent company, but that the 
Republic was a Standard subsidiary 
in reality. Drake also said that he had 
given orders to all agents of the Stand- 
ard to obtain all information available 
concerning the business done by rival 
companies. He testified that the 
Standard furnished no funds to secure 
this information and that only honor- 
able business methods were to be em- 
ployed in obtaining knowledge of com- 
petitive shipments. 

Mr. Kellogg wanted to place W. G. 
Rockefeller, assistant treasurer of the 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey, 
on the witness stand yesterday, but 
Rockefeller was out of the city. 


Separate Bills of Lading Wanted 

Washington, Oct. 16.—That the uni- 
form bill of lading which it is pro- 
posed to put into effect on all the rail- 
roads of the country on Jan. 1 next by 
the interstate commerce commission is 
not satisfactory to the commercial in- 
terests, and that two separate bills of 
lading should be adopted instead, was 
pointed out at a- hearing of these in- 
terests before the interstate commerce 
commission. At present the railroads 
use separate bills of lading, and it Is 
the desire of the commission, the ship- 
ping and the railroad interests to se- 
cure uniformity in the matter, the only 
question at issue. 


t Bond Is Not the ‘‘Whole Show” 

London, Oct. 16.—There has been 
published a Blue Book giving the cor- 
respondence in the Newfoundland fish- 
eries dispute. It shows that Premier 
Bond of Newfoundland was informed 
that while his majesty’s government 
would prefer, in matters of this kind, 
to rely on colonial legislation, it would 
not hesitate, if necessary, to use such 
other means as were open to it to ob- 
tain sanction for arrangements which 
it considered essential “for the preser- 
vation of relations of peace and amity 
with a friendly nation.” 


Suit Against State Dismissed 

Washington, Oct. 16—By agree 
ment of counsel the supreme court of 
the United States dismissed the case of 
Abe Strauss vs. the commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. The case involved the 
constitutionality of the Massachusetts 
law making it a misdemeanor to sell 
goods on condition that the purchaser 
shall not buy from any other venders 
of the same articles. Strauss was 
found guilty of selling plug tobacco on 
terms which were violative of this law. 


Italy and Mexico Agree 

The Hague, Oct. 16.—Representa- 
tives of Italy and Mexico approved 
definitely yesterday the text of the 
Itaio-Mexican arbitration treaty. The 
contracting parties agree to ~"bmit to: 
arbitration all differences except those | 
affecting the national independence ri 
honor. They are free, however, not to 
submit to arbitration any differences | 
which, according to the territorial laws, 
must be referred to the national juris- 
diction. 


Transport’s Crew Drunk 

Odessa, Oct. 16.—The Biack sea 
transport Pruth ran ashore yesterday 
on Berenzan. There were no casualties 
and it is believed that the steamer can 
be refloated. The Pruth was convey- 
ing several Russian deputations to 
Otchaekov. It is asserted that drunk- 
enness on the part of the crew was 
responsible for the accident. 


Charged With $3500 Theft 

Charlottetown, P. E. I., Oct. 16.— 
Charged with the theft of a package 
containing $3500 in cash from the post- 
office at North Sydney, C. B., James 8. 
McDonald was arrested here. He 
was found at the residence of his fa- 
ther-in-law. The police found $2600 in 
cash on his person.

AN ELABORATE DEFENSE 


Standard Oil Declared to Have a 
Great Batch of Evidence 

New York, Oct. 17.—Counsel for the 

Standard Oil company have prepared 


an elaborate defense in the govern- 


ment’s suit for dissolution of the oil 
combine, which they say will be de- 
veloped in its entirety when the gov- 
ernment’s attorneys have concluded 
taking their testimony. 

The Standard’s lawyers said yester- 
day that they had not sought to ad- 
duce testimony on cross-examination of 
officials and employes of the so-called 
oil trust which would refute the alle- 
gations made in the federal complaint, 
but had deferred pringing out much 
evidence until later, when it could be 
produced continuously and in bulk. No 
intimation was given of the nature of 
the testimony which counsel for the 
Standard said would be brought out. 

A telegram was sent to William G. 
Rockefeller, assistant treasurer of the 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey, 
by counsel of the Standard, that the 
government desired him as a witness 
before the adjournment is taken on 
next Friday for a month. 

Frank B. Kellogg, counsel for the 
United States, spent the entire day in 
placing on the record statements sub- 
mitted by several witnesses showing 
the profits made by the Standard in 
various localities of the country. State- 
ments were also produced showing that 
the Standard not only secured infor- 
mation concerning competitive ship- 
ments in the United States, but in for- 
eign countries.

The 
trouble with us here in New England 
is we do not work together; our roads, 
for whatever reason, do not join in an 
effective effort to insist upon fair treat- 
ment for New England, yet our roads 
are owned chiefly here. 


“Many of the rates are too high and 
it is important they should be reduced. 
Rates should be made right and if we 
do not right the railroad 
commission @f Massachusetts should 
compel us to do’so. The day of the 
arbitrary railroad official is gone.” 

Mr. Byrnes stated that New Eng- 
land railroads were made up chiefly of 
junctions and terminals, which tended 
to allow of freights being sidetracked 
and that “it is an unimportant junction 
that does not freight 24 hours, 
and, if the truth known, some 
times many days.” 

Mr. Byrnes urged that be 
consumed in unloading cars and espe 
cially that the home market be more 
fully developed. The fact that New 
Englanders did not trade more among 
themselves was laid to the fault of the 
railroad service, in part, by Byrnes, be- 
cause of the lack of co-operating in ex- 
pediting the movement of freight about 
local points. 

“There points in Connecticut,’ 
said Byrnes, “from which it will take a 
package 10 days to get to New Hamp- 
shire. A competitor in St. Louis can 
ship the same kind of goods to the same 
point and beat the local shipper out 
by almost a week.”

The firm of Otto Heinze & Co. was 
suspended on the Stock Exchange; F. 
Augustus Heinze, the Butte copper 
magnate, resigned the presidency of 
the Mercantile National bank of New 
York; the Amalgamated Copper com- 
pany, at its directors’ meeting, cut its 


quarterly dividend from 2 percent to 1} 


percent; the directors of the Boston and 
Montana Copper company declared a 
quarterly dividend of $6 in place of a 
former dividend of $12; the failure of 
Haller-Soehle & Co., prominent bank- 
ers of Hamburg, Ger., with liabilities 
that may reach $7,500,000 was an- 
nounced; the State Savings bank of 
Butte, Mont., of which the Heinzes are 
the principal stockholders, suspended. 

As a result of these sensations the 
stock market was halting and irregu- 


lar, but there was an apparent feeling | 


that the break of the attempted corner 
in United Copper had cleared the at- 
mosphere somewhat, and the market 
rallied before the close. 


The suspension of Otto Heinze & Ce., | 


of which firm Max M. Schultze is the 
Stock Exchange member, was based 
on a complaint to the exchange made 
by Gross & Kleeberg, the Stock Ex- 
change firm which failed Wednesday. 
In a communication to the president of 
the Stock Exchange this firm charged 
Otto Heinze & Co. with refusing to ac- 
cept 3202 shares of United Copper 
said to have been bought on the order 
of the Heinze firm. This action, Gross 
& Kleeberg stated, was responsible for 
their failure. Attorneys for this firm 
state that the amount owing to the firm 
by the Heinze firm aggregates $600,000. 

The Heinze firm announced that it is 
perfectly solvent and that all its legal 
obligations wjll be met. The attorneys 
say that the suspension by the Stock 
Exchange was accepted by the firm in 
order to give the latter an opportunity 
to shift its legal obligations from nu- 
merous claims which have been made 
against it, and which, it is alleged, are 
not legal obligations. 

The resignation of F. Augustus 
Fleinze from the presidency of the Mer- 
cantile National bank, it is said, was 
decided on at a midnight meeting at the 
home of C. W. Morse, who is largely 
interested in the bank. Heinze yzave 
out a statement in which he said that 
his resignation was due to the fact that 
he wished to devote all of his time to 
straightening out the business of his 
brother's firm.

In Melbourne, 
Victoria, the southern state, many 
teams also play regularly every Satur- 
day afternoon, and the public is being 
attracted for the reason that the teams 
get a chance of playing in advance of 
the football matches, which are liber- 
ally patronized. 

In Hobart, Tasmania, baseball has 
been successfully inaugurated this 
year and is being played with great 
success. It is also conspicuous at 
Newcastle, N. S. W., and for a season 
flourished in Brisbane, the capital of 
Queensland, but owing to the scarcity 
of grounds and the migration of the 
pioneers it fell through. Every year an 


iuterstate series of games is played 
between Victoria and New South 


Wales in each capital city alternately, 
and players travel 600 miles and pay 
their own expenses to indulge in the 
contests. Many of the leading cricket- 
ers take part in the games. 

It is expected that at no distant day 
baseball will be played,on an organ- 
ized basis, and in this direction the 
New South Wales association has been 
doing good work, and the present po- 
sition of the game there is principally 
due to the efforts of the association.

The Genuine Rug.

But if one can pull out a stitch then 
the rug is not genuine, no difference 
how much it may resemble one or 
what the dealer says.

Device to Catch the Fish Without 
Any Bait. 


IS SNAPPED AT EAGERLY. 


Captain Hires of Gloucester, Mass., 
Makes a Discovery Likely to Revo- 
lutionize the Codfishing Industry. 
The Lure Is Easily Made.

Captain Angus 
beaten fisherman, 
method of capturing cod without bait 
that promises to revolutionize the fish- 
ing industry of New England, says a 
Gloucester (Mass.) dispatch to the New 
York Telegram. All along the coast 
from Maine to Cape Cod the baitless 
method of taking cod has become a 
topic of interest. 

For nearly a score of years the cost | 
of salted clams, squid and eels and 
other cod bait has been an important 
factor in reducing the profits of New 
England fishermen. 

Captains of fishing 
sail from Boston, Cape Ann and Cape 
Cod have been obliged to fill their 
vessels’ holds with bait in barrels be- 
fore proceeding to the fishing grounds. 
The salted clams have to be shipped 
from Maine for this purpose. Often 
days are spent on the fishing hing 
in capturing squid for bait. 

Captain Hines, who recently sailed 
into Gloucester in his vessel, the An- 
nie M. Parker, with 3 
cod, a record load, created a sensation 
among fishing concerns by catching 
fully half of this cargo by means of 
his latest fangled device for luring the 
cod from the depths.

This new device for taking fish has 
been named “the jigger.” It consists 
of a molded fish shaped piece of shiny 
lead about eight inches long, from the 
head of which projects a pair of big 
hooks. 

When Captain Hines arrived on the 
fishing grounds at Sable island last 
May he discovered that the schools of 
fish were slow to take the clam bait. 
Instead the cod seemed to be pursuing 
the herring which infested the waters. 
Confronted with this problem, the cap- 
tain set,to work to solve it. It was im- 
possible to obtain herring enough for 
bait, and the thought struck him that 
a device made to deceive the cod would 
solve his troubles. 

With a piece of lead the captain 
fashioned a little fish over the upper 
ends of two large cod hooks and threw 
the device overboard at the end of a 
line as an experiment. A cod snapped 
at the jigger and was hauled aboard 
the dory. Another and another were 
caught by the same method in rapid 
succession. Immediately the crew of 


twenty-two on Captain Hines’ vessel 
set to work modeling jiggers. In an- 


other day the men were busy hauling 
aboard scores of cod caught by the new 
device. 

The codfish does not bite the bait, 
but swallows it whele, with the result 
that whenever one of the fish tackled 
a lead jigger he usually swallowed 
both hooks in his greed to gulp down 
the little lead fish above. 

Captain Angus’ discovery was due to 
his knowledge of the habits of the cod 
fish. He knew the cod was one of the 
greediest fish in the sea. When hungry 
a cod snaps at almost any kind of a 


fish. Often fishermen have cut out of 
these fish stones and cockles, pieces ot 
slate, wood and other articles which 


the fish had mistaken for prey and had 
gulped down ere it was too late. 
Captain Hines’ vessel was known as 
one of the hand liners of the 
Gloucester fleet, carrying twenty boats, 
which during the stay at the grounds 
were each occupied by one fishern

WILL HOUSE TEN THOUSAND. | 


Millions of Passengers Will Be Han- 
dled Yearly In the 
Trains For All Points—Miles of Ter- 
ra Cotta Bricks Being Used. 


Announcement was made recently of 


some interesting facts in’ connection 
with the facilities and plan of the 
Hudson company’s terminal building 


in New York city, covering two blocks 
along Church street and north of Cort- 
landt street, which is being rushed to 
completion. It is estimated that when 
the building is finished and the various 
offices on the twenty-two floors are oc- 
cupied the structure will house 10,000 
souls, says the New York Sun. From 
this can be drawn the comparison that 
the building will be populated in an 
equal age r with such cities as 
Portsmouth, N. H.; Helena, Mont., 
Middletown, Conn., and will exceed in 
population the largest towns in four 
states—Arizona, Idaho, New Mexico 
and Nevada. 

There will be thirty-nine elevators in 
the building, and it is estimated that 


about 182,000,000 persons will pass 
through the building in entering or 


leaving trains in the course of a year. 
The new Grand Central station is de- 
signed to handle 100,000,000 persons a 
year, and the new Pennsylvania sta- 
tion at Thirty-third street will be built 
to accommodate 146,000,000, The South 
station in Boston only takes care of 
30,000,000 a year, and the Broad street 
depot in Philadelphia handles 20,000,- 
OOD. 

From this 
one wiil be 


new terminal building 
able to go to almost any 
corner of the country, as the trains 
running into it will connect with all 
subways and consequently with all the 
big railroads. The trains arriving from 
the terminals under the North river and 
connecting with the various city sub- 
ways will enter and depart thirty feet 
below the street level. There will be 
five loading tracks and six huge plat- 
forins to avoid crowding. A _ great 
deal of attention has been paid to 
safety, and elaborate plans have been 
laid to eliminate any possibility of a 
tie-up. Careful provisions have been 
made for the possibility of fire. All 
the cars of the trains will be of steel, 
and the terminal building is so con- 
structed that should a fire start in any 
one room of the building it will be 
hardly likely to spread to another. 

The huge steel frame of the building 
weighs more than 24,000 tons and rests 
on foundations extending to bedrock, 
eighty feet below the street. At no 
point will this steel frame be exposed. 
Every inch will be covered with one 
or more courses of hollow terra cotta 
blocks, which form inclosed air spaces 
about all parts of the frame. In the 
San Francisco fire the exposed steel 
frames of buildings did not burn, but 
they buckled, wrecking the structures 
and causing much injury and loss. Be- 
fore being placed about the frame the 
hollow blocks are heated to a tem- 
perature of 2,000 degrees. This terrific 
heat leaves the terra cotta in a perfect 
porous state, capable of resisting prac- 
tically any heat without danger of dis- 
integration. 

If all the terra cotta blocks used on 
the building were built into a wall ten 
feet high the mass would stretch along 
for twenty-eight miles. Above the 
curb line there will be used a total of 
16,300,000 bricks and 520,000 square 
yards of plastering. There will be over 
sixteen miles of plumbing pipe, twenty- 
nine miles of steam pipe and ninety-five 
miles of electrical conduit in the build- 
ing when completed. Each floor of the 
building will provide an acre of office 
space, so that the entire structure will 
afford twenty-two acres for business 
purposes.

Scheme to Have Officers Dive 
Docks and Swim to Ships. 
Naval officers were much interested 
and not a little amused the other day 
by an interview with Assistant Secre- 
tary Newberry, in which he was quot- 
ed as saying that a swimming test may 
be demanded of navy officers just as a

horseback ride was ordered to test 
horsemanship of army officers, says a 
Washington special dispatch to the 


New. York Globe. Newberry’s idea is 
to have captains and admirals dive 
from shore and swim to their ships. 

The navy officers say such a test 
would not have half the terrors for 
them that the horseback ride had for 
the army officers, some of whom fear- 
ed they would be retired after their 
try at a fifteen mile ride. Rear Ad- 
miral Cowles said he knew but one 
navy officer in all his acquaintance who 
could not swim. All Annapolis grad- 
uates are swimmers.

Some thirty years ago, the wife of 
one Theodore Tilton, after consulting 
frequently with Mr. Beecher, her 
pastor, concerning trouble she was 
having with her husband, was advised 
by him and one of his deacons to 
leave him. Mr. Tilton thereupon, ac- 
cording to an admission wrung out of 
him on cross examination at the trial 
which we are to tell about, resolved 
to “strike Mr. Beecher to the heart.” 

He then issued a public charge to 
the effort that Mr. Beecher had made 
improper proposals to his wife, but 
accompanied the statement with the 
solemn declaration that his wife was 
“as pure as an angel in heaven.” Mr. 
Beecher at once challenged a full and 
immediate investigation. The investi- 
gation was begun, and then Mr. Tilton 
changed the charge to one of criminal 
conduct, and later brought suit 
against Mr. Beecher for alienation of 
his wife’s affections. Three inyestiga- 
tions took place, one by Plymouth 


church, one by a Civil court and jury, 
and one by a council of Congrega- 
tion] churches. We will take them 


in their order. 

The investigation on behalf of Ply- 
mouth church was made by a com- 
mittee of six, including H B. Claflin, 
one of New York’s leading merchants 
and John Winslow, a noted lawyer of 
Brooklyn. Their extended 
over two months following 
was their report: 

“We find nothing 
evidence that should impair 
fect confidence of Plymouth 
or the world in the Christian charac- 
integrity of Henry Ward 
Beecher.” After reviewing all the 
evidence which had submitted 
to the committee, the church adopted 
the report unanimously, the member- 
ship at that time being about fifteen 
hundred. 

The trial in the civil 
heard by a jury and dragged through 
six months. It ended in a_ disagree- 
ment. Nine of the jurors went on 
record later as believing in the inno- 
the accused. The 
leading lawyer for the plaintiff, was 
with difficulty prevented from with- 
drawing from the case shortly before 
it was ended. Later he made public 
avowal of his belief in the innocence 
of Mr. Beecher and the 
opinion that he was the innocent vic- 
tim of a peculiar coincidence of cir- 
cumstances. The judge who presided 
at the trial indicated his belief by 
presiding eight years later at a meet- 
ing held in the Academy of Music in 
honor of Mr. Beecher and joining in 
the following resolution:

connected. He gave out the following 


formal statement: 
“Owing to my connection with the 
affairs of the Mercantile National bank 


and the seemingly disturbed condition 
of the public mind, I have determined, 
without the slightest suggestion or 
solicitation on the part of anyone, that 


my resignation from the various boards 


of directors of the other banks with 
which I am associated might be for 
the best interests of the depositors, 
stockholders and others interested In 
those banks. Accordingly, I have this 
day tendered my resignation in all 
the banks in which I have been sery 
ing as director.”

was a vice president as well as director:

Walling is 80 years old and a son 
of Dr. Willoughby Walling of Chicago, 
formerly United States consul at Edin- 
burgh. He inherited a considerable 
fortune from the estate of his grand- 
father, William H. English of Indian- 
apolis, and after working among the 
poor of Chicago and New York city he 
associated himself with the university 
settlement at New York. He lived 
there for two years. He is a graduate 
of the University of Chicago. 

Walling is described as having been 
a quiet, reserved man until he was 
aroused on the subject of child labor. 

Then he forced himself to the front 

DAI as an aggressive champion against 

a children working in factories. His 

energies and his means were enlisted in 

this cause. At one time he was a state 
factory inspector in Illinois. 

Mrs. Waling, who was Miss Anna 
Stransky, is a graduate of Leland Stan- 
ford, Jr., university, Cal. She has done 
considerable literary work. She is a 
Jewess, 26 years old, and was born 
in Russia. She has lived in the United 
States since childhood. Her father is 
a business man in San Francisco.

Its meeting place is the lobby and 
committee rooms of the nation’s capi- 
tol, the hotel rotunda, the lawyer's 
office, the street, the banquet room, 


the little back room, the bar, the road 


house, the home, the brothel—any- 
where the legislator may be found and 
personally approached. That is the 
object of a lobby—personal contact 
with the people’s representatives and 
the influence upon legislation worked 
thereby. 

If legislators were perfect, 
would be no lobby. If they were per- 
fectly wise, there would be no occa- 
sion for the lobbyist who desires “to 
inform’ them; if perfectly honest, 
there would be no occasion for the 
lobbyist who desires to “make it worth 
while;”’ if perfectly patriotic, there 
would be no occasion for the lobbyist 
who desires for himself “a little per- 
sonal favor’—at the people’s expense. 
The existence of a lobby is premised 
on human frailty. It present to 
prey on human weakness, to warp the 
action of the legislative body by ap- 
peal to vanity, ignorance, cupidity or 
fear.—Gilson Gardner in Suecess Mag- 
azine.

HARDY FERNS. 
About Forty Species Are Suited to Out- 
door Culture. 

Among the hardy ferns are varieties 
greatly differing In size and form, from 
a hairlike creeping stem bearing a few 
simple mosslike leaves to the vigor- 
ous growing plants with large leaves, 
attaining a height of two or three feet. 


Ferns are interesting and extremely 
beautiful, especially when grown as 
specimen plants or in combination 


with other plants. The varying condi- 
tions in which the different species suc- 
ceed are remarkable. Many of them 
require a warm temperature, while 
others do well in cool and shady places. 

Of the 4,000 or more species of ferns 
not more than about forty species are 
suited to outdoor culture in ordinary 
soils and situations. These species can 
be planted in beds, borders or rocker 
ies or In the foreground of shrubbery. 
As most of them require a somewhat 
shady place, they are especially useful 
for filling in places where grass and 
other light loving plants cannot grow. 
Perfect drainage is required. The soil 
should have leaf mold in it, or decayed 
peat or well decayed sod will answer. 

Hardy ferns are best planted in the 
spring, but they can be planted in the 
summer if the fronds or leaves are cut 
back, making it easier for the plants to 
establish themselves before the winter 
sets In. From his florist the amateur 
gardener can obtain cuttings of varie- 
ties most suitable for the soil and cli- 
mate in his vicinity. In the winter the 
ferns should be given protection, with 
a covering of leaves, hay or straw.— 
Washington Star.

John Milton's Cottage. 

One of the best preserved historic 
country houses in all England is John 
Milton’s cottage at Chalfont St. Giles, 
to which the blind and aging poet fled 
when the great plague swooped down 
on London. That was in July, 1665, 
and Milton had just finished “Paradise 
Lost” and received a five pound note 
for it, with a promise of three more 
five pound notes if the poem sold four 
editions of 1,300 copies each. The cot- 
tage stands at the top of the village, 
and it is in practically the same con- 
dition as when Milton left it. Here 
the poet received his distinguished 
guests during the latter part of his life. 


Zephyr, Cipher and Zero. 

“Zephyr” and “cipher” and “zero” 
are words that come to the English 
from the Arabic “sifr,’” which meant 
literally “empty” and so “nothing” and 
the figure that represents nothing. In 
mediaeval Latin this figure was called 
both “ciphra” and “zephyrum,” the lat- 
ter probably from association with “ze- 
phyrus” or something even lighter 
than air; hence through the Italian 
“zefiro” there is the word “zero” as a 
doublet with “cipher.”

third raid on the custom house at Maza- 
gan and seized 100,000 cartridges, and 
on the following night they made a 
fourth raid on the same place and cap- 
tured 200,000 more cartridges. 

The first division of the imperial 
troops, consisting of 800 men, destined 
for Mogador, arrived at Tangier yes- 
terday. Communication with Moga- 
dor is interrupted. 

The officials at Mazagan have re- 
ceived information to the effect that 
Mulai Hafid started on Oct. 19 for 
G@harab, the district between Tangier, 
Rabat and Fez. Hafid has issued a no- 
tice to the effect that he guarantees the 
protection of all the foreigners at Mo- 
roceo City, inviting certain foreigners 
who have gone to Mazagan to return 
to Morocco City and resume their 
businesses there and ordering his rep- 
resentatives to furnish them with 
everything necessary in order to en- 
able them to make the return trip to 
the capital of the south. 

Mulai Hafid is showing strong 
hand in controlling certain Moorish 
sects which are demanding the procla- 
mation of a holy war, to which he is 
unalterably opposed. 

The importance of the disturbances 
in the southern part of the empire is 
proved by the departure from Tangier 
of the French squadron. The warships 
are running south under full steam. 
They were mobilized by means of the 
wireless telegraph. 

The ambushing of a French recon- 
noitering party while proceeding yes- 
terday from Casablanca in the direc- 
tion of Taddert, resulting in the killing 
of Captain Jandey and a private of the 
Chasseurs D’Afrique and the wound- 
ing of six men, will, it is said, result in 
the resumption of hostilities on the 
part of the French troops commanded 
by General Drude.

Rogers is 
alleged to have killed the Olney 
brothers in the belief that they had a 
considerable sum of money with them, 
and to have beaten Alice Ingerick to 
death to prevent her from telling of 
the crime. He was captured in the far 
west, after a search extending over a 
year. 


Further Reports of Earthquakes 

London, Oct. 22—Prolonged earth- 
quake shocks have been recorded on 
the instruments on the Isle of Wight 
at at Larbsch, Austria. The distance 
of the disturbances is estimated at 
over 3000 miles. Telegrams from St.

LODGE GETS A CHALLENGE 


Candidate For Governor Stands For 
State Righ s, Reciprocity With Can- 
ada and Removal! of Tariff Protec- 


tion--As to Election Expenses 


Boston, Oct. 22.—Fireworks, music, 
rounds of applause and hundreds of 
marked the 
Democratic ratification rally held here 
last night, at which Henry M. Whitney, 
candidate for and other 
members of the Democratic state ticket 
und prominent Democratic leaders 
Were heard in addresses. 

Mayor Fitzgerald presided over the 
meeting. He stated that for obvious 
reasons he had kept out of the contest 
for the Democratic nomination for gov- 
ernor, but that as a member of congress 
and as mayor he had always endeavor- 
ed to promote the very objects Whit- 
ney had so much at heart—reciprocity 
with Canada and a reduction of the tar- 
iff. He challenged Senator Lodge to 
show any act by him tending to ad- 
vance the industrial and commercial 
welfare of Massachusetts in his 12 
years of service at Washington. He 
closed by promising Whitney that he 
would carry Boston at the November 
election by 30,000 majority.

The introduction of Whitney was 
greeted with long cheering. The “Star 
Spangled Banner,” played by the band, 
brought the audience to its feet, wav- 
ing hundreds of small flags. Whitney 
said in part: 

“We stand in the first place for the 
rights of the state as guaranteed by 
the Constitution. We are opposed to 
the further concentration of power in 
the hands of the general government. 
We are opposed to putting our business 
affairs under the supervision and con- 
trol of the general government, deem- 
ing it wholly unnecessary, a bad busi- 
hess and bad political policy. 

“There are no trusts or combina- 
tions of capital injurious to trade with- 
in our borders. The combinations of 
capital and of manufacturing enter- 
prises, Commonly known trusts, 
have very largely the result of 
the conditions inwited by the high tar- 
iffs that have prevailed in the last half- 
century. The remedy for this condi- 
tion of things is not in revolutionizing 
the methods of business that have pre- 
vailed with such good effect, but in re- 
moving one of the great and probably 
the most potent influence in the crea- 
tion of these combinations of capital; 
that is, in removing tariff protection, 
thereby introducing the element of 
competition.” 

In meeting what Whitney claimed 
Was an implied insinuation in a state- 
ment of Governor Guld, that the 
publican party had no huge campaign 
funds, Whitney stated that whatever 
he had spent had come from his own 
pocket, and read a letter which he said 
that he had sent to Guild. The letter 
offered to enter into an agreement be- 
tween Whitney and Guild that neither 
should use any money before or upon 
election day as a factor in determining 
the election; and further, that who- 
ever should be elected governor should 
agree upon election to recommend to 
the next legislature that all corpora- 
tions, including those which are the 
beneficiaries of tariff duties, should be 
included in the present prohibition of 
law.

George M. Schofield, candidate for 
lieutenant governor, followed Whit- 
ney. He complimented Mayor Fitz- 
gerald for securing a commission to 
investigate the financial affairs of the 
city, and stated that he believed if 
Governor Guild had the courage to ask 
a similar commission to investigate the 
state’s financial condition he would se- 
cure even more astounding results. 
He condemned Lieutenant Governor 
Draper for refusing laborers the right 
to organize, when, as he claimed, Dra- 
per demanded that right for himself. 
In closing, Schofield considered in de- 
tail the veterans’ gratuity bill, which 
he declared he was firmly convinced 
was constitutional. 

Charles S. Hamlin quoted Guild as 
saying that Whitney was not fit to be 
governor because he was “the seif-con- 
fessed confidant and agent of a great 
express company.” Hamlin deduced 
from this that if owners of stock in cor- 


‘ porations were not eligible to public of- 


fice the state would never have been 
permitted the magnificent services of 
Governors Crane, Long, Greenhalge, 
Russell and Brackett, and that only 
clergymen would be available as gu- 
bernatorial candidates. 

John A. Sullivan, former congress- 
man, said that Senator Lodge held 
Massachusetts in bondage and read a 
letter from Richard Olney, expressing 
his regret at being unable to be pres- 
ent and offering his support. Sullivan 
declared that Massachusetts would be 
compelled to fight for her very exist- 
ance if the tariff was not reduced. 

Congressman Kelliher and Congress- 
man Peters were the closing speakers 
of the evening.

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TENSION 1S RELIEVED 


Stability of Some Banks, However, 
Not Permanently Established 

New York, Oct. 22.—The recent ten- 
sion of the banking community has 
been considerably relieved and yester- 
day passed with no adverse develop- 
Bients of a serious character, but with 
much that was reassuring. At the 
Sume time there wus evidence that 
some of the banks most affected by re- 
cent events were still in need of assist- 
ance, but the promptness with which 
the clearing house accorded it did much 
to allay further alarm. 


The general improvement was re- 
flected in the buoyancy of the stock 


market and the steady 
prices from previous low On 
the other hand, the conservative ele- 
ment deferred a too optimistic view un- 
til the relief given by the clearing 
house had continued for several days 
and had permawently re-established 
the stability of some of the weaker 
institutions, notably the Mercantile 
National bank and the New Amsterdam 
National bank. 

The clearing house was called upon 
to meet debit balances of the Mercan- 
tile and the New Amsterdam banks to 
the extent of upwards of $2,000,000, 
of which the Mercantile owed about 
$1,900,000 and the New 
$200,000. 

Last night the National Bank of 
Commerce gave 24 hours’ notice to the 
Clearing House association that after 
today it would no longer clear for the 
Kuickerbocker Trust company. The 
directors of the National would not 
comment upon their action. The Na- 
tional has for time acted as 
clearing agent for the Knickerbocker.

Every State In the Union 


PRAISE FOR NATION’S HEROES 


Men of South Fought as Valiently as 
Northern Brothers--Will Urge Con- 
gress to Have Deep Channelway 


For the Mississippi 


Vicksburg, Miss., Oct. 22—After a 
fortnight spent in the canebrakes, 
President Roosevelt, bronzed and vig- 
orous, paid a flying visit to Vicksburg, 
and with Mayor Griffith and General 
Stephen D. Lee headed a parade which 
passed through the principal streets to 
the national cemetery. 

The streets were packed with people, 
who cheered the visitors enthusiastical- 
ly. From the cemetery the visitors 
drove to the Court House square, 
where an immense crowd had gathered. 
President Roosevelt made a speech, in 
which he said: 

“It is indeed an honor for me to be 
today the guest of Vicksburg and of 
Mississippi, and I am_ inexpressibly 
touched by the greeting over the great 
arch of cotton bales which said ‘Mis- 
sissippi greets the president.’ I should 
not be fit to be president at all if I did 
not seek to be in the full sense the 
president of Mississippi, the president 
of every state in this Union. 

“It was from Vicksburg that a com- 
pany of that famous Mississippi regi- 
ment, which won undying renown in 
the Mexican war under the gallant 
leadership of its colonel, who after- 
ward became the favorite son not only 
of Mississippi, but of all the south, 
Jefferson Davis, came. Think how 
fortunate we are as a nation that it is 
possible for the president of the nation 
to come here today to be conducted 
through your national park by the sur- 
viving lieutenant general of the Con- 
federate army and to feel that every 
instance of heroism recorded by the 
monuments, alike to the Union and to 
the Confederate dead on, that battle- 
field, is a subject for just pride to every 
citizen of this nation, no matter where 
he lives. 

“What other war is there of which 
we can say that before the generation 
that fought it had died away the whole 
country rises to feel the same triumph 
alike for those who fought so valiently 
for what they believed to be right and 
triumphed, and for those who fought 
valiently for what they, with equal 
sincerity, thought to be right and lost? 

“It seems to me that no American 
president could spend his time better 
than by seeing for himself just whata 
rich and wonderful region the lower 
Mississippi valley is, so that he may 
go back to Washington with the set 
purpose to do everything that in me 
lies to see that the United States does 
its full share in making the Mississippi 
river a part of the sea coast, insmaking 
it a deep channel to the Great Lakes 
from the gulf. 

“The people of Holland took two- 
thirds of their country out from under 
the ocean, and they have lived behind 
the dikes for centuries in safety. With 
one-tenth of the effort we, an infinitely 
greater nation, can take these incom- 
parably rich bottom lands of the lower 
Mississippi out from all fear of flooding 
by the Mississippi. 

“While I do not like to say inadvance 
what I intend to do, I shall break my 
rule in this case, and say that in my 
next message to congress I shall advo- 
cate as heartily as I know how that the 
congress now elected shall take the 


first steps to bring about that deep 
channelway, and the attendant high 
and broad levee system, which will 


make of these alluvial bottoms the rich- 
est and most populous agricultural land 
on the face of the globe. 

“We are now digging the Panama 
canal, and it is being well done. One 
reason why the work is handled well 
is that we refused to go into it until, 
after careful study, we did not make 
any false steps. I want, when we start 
on this epoch-making work of improv- 
ing the Mississippi, to be sure that we 
start on principles that will prevent 
mistakes, extravagances, misapplica- 
tion of effort. I shall have no small 
difficulty in persuading some people 
of the wisdom of a policy such as that 
I advocate. If that policy is tainted 
{n any way by jobbers or folly it will 
be immeasurably more difficult to carry 
it through. What we must look out 
for is the action of the men, probably 
well meaning, who, in their anxiety to 
serve some particular district, will try 
to divert what should be a national ef- 
fort to deepen a great national high- 
way into a succession of efforts spread 
out so thin as to make all ineffective.” 

Prince Left Vast Fortune 

Berlin, Oct. 22.—The late Duke and 
Prince John Henry XI of Pless, who 
died recently at Dresden, left cash ac- 
cumulations amounting to $21,800,000. 
His successor is his eldest son, John 
Henry, Prince of Pless, who visited 
America as Emperor William's repre- 
sentative at the New York Chamber of 
Commerce celebration in 1892. 


Conservatives Win In Russia 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 22.—The par- 
liamentary elections are now suffi- 


ciently advanced to disclose the gen- 
eral outlines of the composition of the 
third parliament; which the Liberals 
and Conservatives agree will be strong- 
ly Conservative in composition.

Assured to Legitimate Business 
Interests During Panic 


CREDIT GETS SEVERE SHOCK 


Run of Three Hours on Knicker- 


bocker Trust Company Takes $8,- 


000,000 From Its Vaults and Causes 


its Suspension--Financial Condi- 


tions Elsewhere Are Sound 


New York, Oct. 23.—Secretary of 
the Treasury Cortelyou made the fol- 
lowing statement shortly before 1 
o'clock this morning: 

“I repeat what I stated before leav- 
ing Washington, if for no other reason 
than to emphasize the attitude of the 
treasury department. It will use its 
facilities to assist in every proper way 
legitimate business interests, and its 
action will be prompt and thorough. 

“The national banks of New York 
city are in an exceptionally strong con- 
dition. The general situation here 
seems to be well in hand and is being 
looked after by many strong and influ- 
ential men, such as those whose recent 
action in the clearing house received 
emphatic public approval. The move- 
ment for similar concert of action 
among the trust companies should have 
a helpful and far-reaching effect. I 
shall spend the day tomorrow at the 
sub-treasury.” 

Credit trembled for a time yesterday, 
and before confidence could be re- 
stored New York’s second largest in- 
stitution had emptied its cash vaults 
under pressure of the biggest run ex- 
perienced here in a generation, a Stock 
Exchange firm had failed for $6,000,- 
000, Wall street’s principal securities 
had settled from $5 to $8 a share, call 
money had risen to 70 percent, and 
local bankers, unable to stem the tide 
of distrust, had been forced to appeal 
for relief to the secretary of the treas- 
ury at Washington. 

All this was in the face of reassuring 
statements by the acting state superin- 
tendent of banks that the suspected 
bank was solvent, declarations by 
prominent bankers that there were no 
true bases for alarm, and assurances 
from Washington that Secretary Cor- 
telyou would not hesitate to act prompt- 
ly in any situation where legitimate 
business was threatened. 

Secretary of the Treasury Cortel- 
you returned last night from Wash- 
ington at 9:30. He is here to thorough- 
ly look into the financial situation, 
which be has had under observation for 
several weeks. He has come with no 
preconceived ideas of how much money 
will be required to relieve the situa- 
tion, and the matter of treasury relief 
measures will be determined by what 
he learns. 

The Knickerbocker Trust company, 
the storm center yesterday, paid out 
cash to depositors at the rate of $44,- 
444 a minute for three hours and then 
closed its doors. The directors had, as 
they thought, fully prepared for a run, 
and caused to be announced in yester- 
day’s papers that $8,000,000 in cash 
was on hand to meet all evyentualities. 

At 9:30 o’clock a few depositors 
withdrew their accounts and an hour 
later hundreds were in line to take out 
their deposits at the main offices and 
at the Harlem, the Bronx and _ the 
down-town branches. The $8,000,000 
lasted until 12:30, when Vice Presi- 
dent Brown announced that the bank 
had no more cash available and pay- 
ments were suspended. Brown said 
that the bank had ample securities to 
meet all demands, was perfectly sol- 
vent, and it was only a question of 
raising the cash, when all depositors 
who wished to withdraw could do so. 
Desperate efforts were made by the of- 
ficials of the Knickerbocker to get in 
their loans and otherwise replenish 
their cash vaults. 

Acting State Superintendent, of 
Banks Skinner, who throughout the 
day had expressed confidence that the 
bank would meet all obligations, quali- 
fied his position last night when he is- 
sued the following statement: 

“This afternoon, about 4 o'clock, 
having received no positive assurance 
of help from the Knickerbocker Trust 
company, I conferred with the attorney 
general, telling him that, while its af- 
fairs were not hopeless, they were in so 
critical a condition that I thought he 
should be prepared to act at any time. 
At about 5:30 o’clock I again commu- 
nicated with him, giving as complete 
a statement of facts as was possible 
over the telephone. I have also had 
a written statement made to him from 
the main office of the state banking de- 
partment in Albany. 

“The Knickerbocker Trust company 
is not without hope that it may still 
receive adequate aid from financial in- 
stitutions. If it does not open its doors 
I shall act under the advice of the at- 
torney general, who is made by law 
the legal adviser of the state banking 
department.” 

Bankers not directly associated with 
the Knickerbocker were quite as anx- 
jous that its integrity be maintained, 
and many conferences were held last 
night with a view to putting the 
Knickerbocker on its feet if this could 
be accomplished without weakening 
other institutions. 

A. F. Higgins, who was chosen to 
the presidency of the Knickerbocker 
when C. T. Barney resigned, was not 
‘ptimistic. When asked if the otber 

‘st company presidents were re 
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juctant to belp oat bis bank, he Te 


plied: “Reiuctait is no name for it. 
They seemed to feel that they ought to 
hold on to al! the money they had.” 

Shortly before 11 o'clock last night 
J. P. Morgan, George W. Perkins, 
George F. Baker, Frank A. Vanderlip 
and A. B. Hepburn reached the Man- 
hattan hotel and went to the apart- 
ments of Secretary Cortelyou. The 
party remained in conference for some 
time. 

The assignment of the firm of Mayer 
& Co., brokers and members of the 
New York Stock Exchange, was said 
to be due to the recent depreciation in 
the values of securities. The liabli- 
ties were given at $6,000,000, and it is 
said that the assets may prove suffi- 
cient to offset the firm’s obligations. 


FINANCIERS NOT WORRIED 


General Conditions Outside of New 
York Appear to Be Favorable 


Omaha, Oct. 23.—The financial 
troubles of the past few days have had 
no effect upon Nebraska banks, ac- 
cording to prominent financiers of this 
city. 

Helena, Oct. 23.—Financial condi- 
tions in Montana were never better 


than this year. It has been the most 
prosperous in the history of the state. 

Portland, Or., Ocf. 23.—The financial 
situation in this city is remarkably 
good. The banks of Portland have 
more money on hand than at any time 
in their history. 

Minneapolis, Oct. 23.—According to 
Minneapolis bankers, the time has 
passed when conditions such as are re- 
ported from New York can have any 
immediate effect on the financial sit- 
uation here. 

Louisville, Oct. 23.—Beyond a slight 
tightness in the money market, the 
financial situation in New York 
causes no uneasiness here. 

Tacoma, Wash., Oct. 23.—Tacoma’s 
financial condition has not been as sub- 
stantial in years as at present. Re- 
cent bank statements show a great Tfn- 
crease in savings, and general deposits 
are steadily growing. 

Seattle, Oct. 28.—Local bank de- 
posits have increased since Jan. 1 from 
$60,000,000 to $72,000,000. Large 
amounts are being sent east for call 
loans. 


Boston Bankers Not Worried 

Boston, Oct. 23.—In the complacent 
belief that their own houses are secure, 
Boston bankers view the financial 
troubles in New York with interest, but 
with no particular anxiety except as 
bearing upon the general situation. 
Local stocks all followed the decline 
in the New York list, but the drop was 
not so marked. 


Apprehension at Berlin 

Berlin, Oct. 23.—The difficulties of 
the Knickerbocker Trust company of 
New York have created the greatest de- 
gree of astonishment among the bank- 
ers of this city. The Boersen Courier 
criticises a banking system which al- 
lows deposits of $60,000,000 upon a 
eapital of $1,200,000. “If some o 
these banks are found to be rotten,” 
the paper says, “there is no knowing 
where the crisis will stop. We expect 
to hear of runs on other New York 
banks, which hardly all of them will 
be able to withstand.” 


British Investors Not Losers 

London, Oct. 23.—The financial 
crisis in New York is attracting the 
greatest attention here. The financial 
editorial writers are of the opinion that, 
although the effect will be felt here, it 
is not likely to be felt to any great ex- 
tent because British operators and in- 
vestors of recent months graduaily 
have been freeing themselves from 
commitments and the influence of Wall 
street; consequently some sections of 
the Stock Exchange will not be much 
influenced by the crisis. 


Was Well Stocked With Uniforms 

Boston, Oct. 23.—United States Dis- 
trict Attorney French has nol-prossed 
the case against Wolf Moscowitch, a 
second-hand clothing dealer, whose 
shop was raided on Sept. 14, when over 
$700 worth of uniforms of sailors and 
marines was seized. The charge 
against Moscowitch was that he unlaw- 
fully purchased property belonging to 
the United States. 


Receiver For Mining Company 

Washington, Oct. 23.—Eugene Davis 
and Edward C. Bryan, vice president 
and treasurer, respectively, of the Ca- 
pucaya Mining company, were indicted 
by the grand jury for false pretences, 
embezzlement and conspiracy. Justice 
Gould appointed J. F. Laskey receiver. 


John Mitchell Seriously Sitk 

Indianapolis, Oct. 23—John Mitch- 
ell, president of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, who is in the hospital 
at La Salle, Ills., where he recently un- 
derwent an operation, is suffering 
greatly and growing weaker and more 
nervous. 


Big Decrease In Pensions 

Washington, Oct. 23.—The decrease 
of 18,600 in the number of pensioners 
on the rolis at the end of the fiscal 
year 1907, as compared with the year 
previous, is the feature of the annual 
report of Pension Commissioner War- 
ner. 


Policeman Shot and Killed 
New York, Oct. 23.—Eugene S.

CASABLANCA IS MENACED 


Details of Fighting Near Taddert 


Show That De Fretay’s Column 


Narrowly Escaped Annihilation- 
Over Sixty Moors Killed 


Tangier, Oct. 23.—According to 
svemi-official information received at 
the French 


under the com- 


the Spanish legation here, 
forces at Casablanca, 
mand of General Drude, suffered a se- 
rious repulse at the hands of the Moors 
on Monday. 

Moorish troops, estimated to num- 
ber 7000 men and equipped with tield 
guns and moderu rifles, not only drove 
the French back to the city walls, but 
menaced the town to the extent that 
the French auhorities found it expe- 
dient to reqdest aid from a Spanish war- 
ship in the harbor to repel the attack. 

The French troopship Artois left 
here last night hurrled!y with troops 
and machine guns on board. ‘This 
force.is going to the assistance of Caid 
Antloos. 

The transportation of troops is seri- 
ously hindered by the lack of ships and 
the outrageous charges of the trans- 
portation companies. 


The timely arrival of General Drude 

with reinforcements alone saved Colo- 
nel De Fretay’s column from annihila- 
tion near Taddert on Saturday. The 
troops which were sent out to search 
for the body of a Frenchman named 
Kuntzer, who wandered from the camp 
and was murdered, consisted of a de- 
tachment of cavalry, two companies 
of infantry and a section of a rapid- 
fire gun battery. 

On arriving at Alvarez a group of GO 
Moorish horsemen was seen on top of 
a mound. De Fretay ordered a squad 
of irregular Algerian cavalry to 
chase and a hot pursuit was kept up 
for about three miles, when suddenly 
the hills beyond were seen to be swarm- 
ing with horsemen. The Algerian 
troopers retired slowly. De Fretay oc- 
cupied a position behind the walls of 
some tombs. The Moors began a cir- 
cling movement with the object of 
turning the French position, but were 
momentarily checked. 

The situation was growing critical, 
fully 5000 white-clad Moorish warriors 
threatening to overwhelm De Fretay'’s 
column, when General Drude, who ar- 
rived upon the Moorish flank unper- 
ceived, with two companies of infantry, 
two batteries of field guns and another 
section of the rapid-fire guns battery, 
opened on the enemy. 

The Moors were taken by surprise 
and Drude quickly launched his cav- 
alry in a furious and brilliant charge, 
resulting in fierce hand-to-hand fight- 
ing, the French troopers and Algerian 
irregulars sabreing the enemy right 
and left. The Moors broke and fled. 

The French losses, which were all 
sustained during the charge, were 
Captain Ihler, killed while leading his 
squadron; Jardy, a private of the 
chasseurs 4’Afrique, who was wound- 
ed and earried by his frantic horse into 
the thick of the enemy, by whom he 
was decapitated and horribly muti- 
lated, and another chasseur d’ Afrique, 
who was killed in the hand-to-hand 
fighting. Jardy’s headless body sub- 
sequently was recovered. One of the 
French troopers sabred Mulai Ra- 
chid’s standard bearer and captured a 
green flag, representative of the 
prophet. Over 60 Moors were left dead 
on the field. 

During the height of the combat the 
French cruiser Gloire dropped shells 
among the Moors. 

After the French charge Drude form- 
ed his troops into two hollow squares 
and moved eastward towards his 
camp, under the cover of the artillery. 
The Moors several times reformed and 
charged. 

General Drude took back to camp 
the bodies of nine Moors, which were 
exposed in front of the Mosque at Casa- 
blanca for the purpose of disproving 
the reports spread among the natives 
that the French bullets were power- 
less to kill the followers of Islam. 

The Moors participating in the at- 
tack were two of Mulai Hafid’s armies, 
united under Mulai Rachid. In addi- 
tion to the officer ang two men killed 
and nine who were wounded, the 
French lost 19 horses killed and had 
; 17 wounded.

BUILDING COLLAPSED 


Boy Pulled Maree tt Prop Which Held 
Up a Shaky Structure 


Boston, Oct. 23.—One boy was fa- 
tally injured and three others slightly 


hurt by the collapse of a partially de 
molished building at the South End, 
the accident being caused by boys pull- 
ing out the props which sustained the 
structure. George Murphy, aged 13, 
received a fractured spine and other 
injuries and is not expected to recover. 
Three other small boys who were cut 
and bruised were Tony Bruno, James 
Valentine and Joseph Mortcelli. 

The building which fell is a 2%4-story 
tenement block and it is in the hands 
of a contractor to be razed, having 
been condemned. About a third of the 
building had been levelled and the rest 
braced up with posts. 

After the men had been called off the 
job late yesterday a crowd of children 
romped ov er the ruins to pick up kin- 
dling wood. One lad, more eager than 
the rest, tore out a main support and 
the building came tumbling down on 
the children. Many were able to get 
away, but the Murphy lad was pinned 
down, the others extricating them- 
selves. ; 

The fire department was called out 
and aided in the rescue, overhauling 
the ruins in the fear that other chil- 
dren had been killed and buried under 
the debris. 


Official Shot and Stabbed 

Kingstown, B. W. 1., Oct. 23.—Ad- 
vices from St. George, Island of Gren- 
ada, state that a desperate attempt 
was made to assassinate the colonial 
treasurer and comptroller of customs, 
Norman Lockhart. A negro named 
Benjamin fired three shots at the offi- 
cial, two taking effect. When an at- 
tempt was made to arrest the would- 
be assassin he stabbed Lockhart in 
the side. It is thought that Lockhart 
will recover. Benjamin shows stolid 
indifference regarding his crime. 

Balloons Speeding Through Air 

St. Louis, Oct. 23.—Scattered 
through Ohio, with one or two in the 
vicinity of the Great Lakes, and an- 
other last heard from near Chatham, 
Ont, all nine of the big balloons par- 
ticipating in the second international 
aeronautic cup race are still in the air.

Possibilities Great 
Says Speakers 

Qn Board 

The Everett 


Evidently the railroads of New Eng- 
land do not recognize coastwise 
steamers in the coal trade as rivals. 
Vice—President T. E. Byrnes of the 


New York, New Haven & Hartford 
railroad was a guest Tuesday on 


board the collier Everett, built in 
Quincy, which was on her maiden 
yoyage. He said that New England 


and Boston were not geographically 
handicapped as much as might be ex- 
pected, and compared the great facil- 
ities on the lakes with those of New 
England, and claimed that coal and 
other merchandise can be handled 
just as expeditiously as at the lake 
ports. 

“If coal were brought to New Eng- 
land at a fair price ‘and reasonable 
profit it would help New England man- 
ulactures, 

“If there is not a large reduction 
in the coastwise rates the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford railroad will 
build a fleet of colliers and go into 
the coal carrying trade, not for profit, 
but as a protection to its interests. 

“With the proper facilities and 
proper rates the New England manu- 
facturers, wHh Yankee ingenuity, 
can maufacture and sell .goods in 
competition with the world, 

“If I were dictating the policy oi 
the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad Company, I would 
bring coal and raw materials free 
and make our profit by taking away 
the finished product. I would es- 
tablish trunk lines to the West and 
secure better for Boston and 
New England.” 

Third Vice-President Frank Barr 
of the Boston & Maine railroad spoke 
of many improvements which the 
company was making which would 
add to its freight facilities for Bos- 
ton and New England. 

The party on the Everett included 
some of the biggest men in Boston 
interested in the coal: trade and in 
transportations; and the speeches 
made were of great interest to ship- 
ship owners and men en- 
gaged in land and -water transporta- 
tion. 

It was the opinion of the coal men 
present that the solution of the prob- 
lem of providing a regular, steady, 
supply of coal for Boston, and re- 
moving the delays, demurrage and 
other expenses incident to the use 
of sailing tonnage, had been solved 
by the Everett. 

All expressed their satisfaction 
with the ship which is the largest 
and fastest vessel of her class under 
the American flag. Her significance 
as an addition to the American mer- 
cantile marine and the bearing which 
this and the two sister ships will 
have on the tide water coal transpor- 
tation question was most instructive- 
ly discussed at the luncheon which 
was served in the handsome saloon 
of the Everett. 

President Richards presided and 
introduced as the first speaker Presi- 
dent Bowles of the Fore River Ship- 
building Co. who said that his com- 
pany had studied the’ question of 
ocean transportation of coal and had 
been able to present the situation to 
those engaged in the business in a 
manner which had brought about the 
building of the Everett. His com- 
pany, he said, has turned out eight 
vessels engaged in the carrying of 
freight on the Atlantic coast and he 
believed that the success which had 
attended these ships showed thatthe 
surface of the possibilities of sea 
coast traffic had only been scratched. 
He thought that the record of these 
vessels and the things confidently 
predicted for the Everett and her 
sister ships indicated very clearly 
what could be done by vessels of 
modern type and design in the 
transportation of freight by water on 
our coasts. ,

Discredited by Operations of Their

Washington, Oct. 24.—Comptroller 
of the Currency Ridgely late yesterday 
gave out a statement saying that the

Comptroller Ridgely’s statement  fol- 
lows: 


“I have talked by telephone today 
with bankers in practically every large 
city in reach of Washington by tele- 
phone and also with a number of bank 
examiuers. I hear of no trouble what 
ever among the trust com 
panies outside of New York. The gen 
eral feeling is that the situation is abso- 
lutely sound and there need be not the 
slightest apprehension about the banks 
and trust companies of the country. 
My advices from New York are that all 
the banks got through the day better 
than they expected, and that there is 
now entirely perfect concert of action, 
so that the situation is well in hand. 

“There is every disposition among 
the banks of the cities, as 
there should be, to their bal- 
ances in New York and the other cen- 
tral reserve cities and in this way to 
avoid all disturbance possible. 

“The trouble in New York has beer 
due to the condition of a very few con- 
cerns who were discredited by the op- 
erations of their officers, and also to 
the fact that the prices of stocks and 
securities, which form the basis of such 
a large proporton of New York city 
loans, are now the lowest they have 
been for many years, while among the 
country banks just the opposite is the 
case. A very small proportion of their 
loans are based on collateral security. 
Mercantile, manufacturing, mining and 
agricultural operations are noticeably 
now very active and the prices of all 
commodities very high, but there is an 
active demand for material and pro- 
duct of all kinds at prices which are 
very profifable to the producers. 

“We are now just about at the max- 
imum demand for loans to carry these 
products in the country, but from now 
on within the next 30 to 60 days they 
ought to be producing large amounts 
of money, which will relieve the banks 
which have been carrying these loans, 
and within 60 days the country banks 
ought to be in very easy condition.”

Serious- 
minded men who have met the storm in 
sober mood left their offices last night 
smiling and chatting and with a,gen- 
eral bearing that spoke volumes to 
those who are accustomed to read the 
news of The Street in the faces of its 
big men. 

Several factors contributed to this 
change of feeling. Foremost was the 
determination reached yesterday by 
men of great influence in the financial 
world to restore confidence, insure 
safety and prevent panic. Throughout 
the day there were conferences at the 
oflices of J. P. Morgan & Co. and the 
fact that such men were conferring, 
linked with their known personal 
standing and financial resources, did 
much to allay fear for the future. 
News of these conferences quickly ran 
through the financial district, allayed 
the fears of the extremely neryous, 
and certainly aided the stock market, 
where this Influence brought about a 
recovery of prices toward the close of a 
day, during which new low levels had 
been reached. 

Next in point of influence was the 
presence at the sub-treasury of Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Cortelyou, who 
not only gave the moral influence of a 
representative of the government, but 


: during the course of the day caused 


o be deposited with New York banks 
a large sum, sald to be $10,000,000. 

Another potent factor in bringing 
about a better feeling and the un- 
doubted return of saner sentiment and 
improved confidence, was the ability 
of the Trust Company of America to 
withstand an all-day run. In the face 
of enormous withdrawals, the officials 
of the bank proclaimed their readi- 
ness to settle with all depositors on de- 
mand. Even for a few minutes after 
the regular hour of closing the com- 
pany continued to pay out money and 
to certify all checks presented. So 
marked was the strength of the bank 
that many who withdrew their funds 
early in the day again deposited they 
before the doors were closed. The 
total resources of the company as last 


this fact was an enéouraging feature. 

The clearing house report was also 
favorable. Apparently the national 
banks bave passed the crisis and those 
which have required assistance gave 
evidence of being able to help them- 
selves. The condition of the banks as 
shown at the clearing house was first 
Glass. 

The failure of the Knickerbocker 
Prust company, which suspended Tues- 
fay, to be reopened yesterday, did not 
exercise such an adverse influence on 
the general situation as might have 
been expected. It is said to be a ques- 
tion whether the institution avill ever 
reopen, at least under the presenti man- 
agement. 

Another favorable development yes- 
terday was a sort of tacit understand- 
ing between the banks and the mem- 
bers of the Stock Exchange to aid each 
other; the banks by loaning money at 
something like normal rates, and the 
traders by pyeventing the bottom drop- 
ping out of Brices on the exchange. 
Though call money ruled nominally at 
70 percent and the final aceommoda- 
tion was secured at 90 percent, through- 
out the day several of the biggest banks 
renewed loans at 6 percent and mil- 
lions were let out at half the interest 
rite that might have been squeezed 
from desperate borrowers. Then, too, 
minor influences, making for confi- 
dence, were at work. Taken as a 
whole, therefore, the day passed much 
better than had been expected. 

The conferences at the oftice of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. reviewed the affairs of 
the Trust Company of America. The 
company’s securities were brought 
over in wagon loads, carefully scru- 
tinized und were finally found so 
satisfactory that the trust company will 
receive assistance should it be needed. 


Pittsburg Flurry Is Over 

Pittsburg, Oct. 24.—A flurry in local 
financial circles, caused by the embar- 
rassmnent of four concerns of the West- 
inghouse interests, was quickly ended 
here by the prompt action of the Pitts- 
burg Clearing House association and 
the Pittsburg Stock Exchange. The 
Westinghouse Electric and + Manufae- 
turing company, the Westinghouse Ma- 
chine company and the Security In- 
vestment company, a holding company 
for the Westinghouse interests, are in 
the hands of receivers. The Pittsburg 
Stock Exchange was closed when in- 
formed of the situation by the Pitts» 
burg Clearing House association for 
the purpose of preventing any unneces- 
sary sacrifice of values by a heavy 
liquidation of stocks. The inability to 
secure funds to pay off maturing loans 
caused the embarrassment. The local 
situation is now believed to be in bet- 
ter condition than it has been for some 
time. 


Vermont Banks Not Affected 

Hyde Park, Vt., Oct. 24.—Carroll 8S. 
Page, president of the Lamoille County 
National bank and also of the Lamoille 
County Savings Bank and Trust com- 
pany, says that, so far as he is aware, 
none of the Vermont banks is affected 
by the conditions in New York, and he 
does not look for any extension of the 
difficulties to financial institutions in 
this state.

Finances Solid In Boston 

Boston, Oct. 24.—The local financial 
situation is unshaken by the upheaval 
in New York, beyond fractional de- 
clines in some stocks in sympathy 
with the New York list. Boston bank- 
ers speak more hopefully of the out- 
look in New York and there seems to 
be a feeling that the worst is over. 


Aid For Pittsburg Banks 

New York, Oct. 24.—Secretary Cor- 
telyou has given substantial assistance 
to the Pittsburg banks. The amount 
of United States deposits which he au- 
thorized to be made in that city was 
not made public, but it is announced 
that he is prepared to give them fur- 
ther aid if necessary. 


Assets Exceed Liabilities 

Pittsburg, Oct. 24.—The United 
States court last night appointed H. 8S. 
A. Stewart and W. L. Abbott receivers 
for the Iron City Trust company of this 
city. The papers filed in court show 
that the company has assets exceeding 
$4,000,000 and liabilities to depositors 
of about $1,700,000. 


In the Granite State 

Manchester, N. H., Oct. 24.—A well 
known national bank president here 
states that the national banks of New 
York are in a strong position, owing to 
their Clearing House association. New 
Hampshire's financial institutions, he 
says, were never in better condition. 


No Disturbance In Rhode Island 

Providence, Oct. 24.—Treasurer 
Brown of the Industrial Trust com- 
pany says that everything is moving 
as usual in Rhode Island banking 
circles. He says that he does not ex- 
pect any trouble among Rhode Island 
banks or trust companies.

LABOR IN GREAT DEMAND 


Some Interesting Oata In Bulletin 
Issued by the Bay State 

Boston, Oct. 24.—The Labor Bulletin 
for September, the first published by 
Chief Gettemy of the bureau of sta- 
tistics and labor, has been issued. It 
shows there are 1467 trade unions in 
Massachusetts.at the present time, as 
against 1417 in 1906. The building 
trades represent the largest number of 
unions, there being 402 under this cap- 
tion. 

Some interesting facts and figures 
are given relative to the free employ- 
ment offices of the state, an office hay- 
ing been opened at Fall River Oct. 1 
and another at Springtield Sept. 4.. At 
the Boston office the total registration 
of men and women seeking employ- 
ment in September was 1723; the total 
of positions offered, 4689; the total 
number of persons wanted by employ- 
ers, 2300, and the total number of po- 
sitions reported filled, 1285. The dif- 
ference in the number of positions of- 
fered and the number of persons 
wanted by employers is due to the fact 
that many individuals were offered sey 
eral different positions. 

The report remarks that few trade 
unionists ever register in the free em- 
ployment offices, notwithstanding the 
trade unions were the strongest advo- 
cates of these offices. 

The Bulletin emphasizes the fact that 
there is a steady demand for factory 
women outside of Boston which is im- 
possible to meet, and a great demand 
for skilled labor of nearly every class. 


Bartlett States His Position 

Boston, Oct. 24—Charles W. Bart- 
lett last night issued a statement stat 
ing that he will be a candidate for 
governor opposed to monopoly, with 
the title “Anti-Merger”’ against his 
name. He reviews the campaign, main- 
tains that the Springfield Democratic 
convention was properly and legally 
held, speaks of the “astounding parti- 
sanship of the press,” scores the ballot 
law commission for its “violation of 
justice,” and declares that he is the 
“only Democrat on the ticket who rep- 
resents the opposition to railroad mo- 
nopoly.” 


Receivers For Menhaden Combine 
Providence, Oct. 24.—Ancillary re- 
ceivers have been appointed for the 
Fisheries company, otherwise known 
as the Menhaden combine, by Judge 
Brown in the United States circuit 
court. The company is incorporated in 
New Jersey, but its largest plant is lo- 
cated in Tiverton, this state, where it 
bas property valued at $63,000. The 
corporation owns numerous plants for 
extracting and manufacturing oil and 
fertilizer from fish, principally men- 
haden, along the Atlantic coast. 


Cruelty to Cattle Alleged 

Boston, Oct. 24.—On the arrival of a 
trainload of cattle at the Boston and 
Albany yards and at the Brighton 
stockyards it was found that 18 of the 
animals had died, evidently from hun- 
ger and thirst. It is alleged that this 
train had been 56 hours on the way 
from Albany to Boston, and if the cat- 
tle were not unloaded and fed at any 
intermediate place the federal law has 
been violated. Representatives of the 
Humane society are investigating the 
ease. 


Staging Was Overweighted 

Lowell, Mass., Oct. 24.—The collapse 
of a staging on the Shedd building 
brought death to John Gargan and 
Manuel Groome, and seriously injured 
Albert Cayer and Archie Perren. The 
men were at work on the fourth story 
of the building. A huge window cap- 
stone had just been placed on the stag- 
ing. Its weight proved too much for 
the structure to support and it col- 
lapsed and the men crashed down a 
distance of 50 feet to the street. 


Thought Friend Was a Bear 

Middlebury, Vt., Oct. 24—Seth Me- 
Calvin of Braintree, who shot and killed 
his hunting companion, Rollin F. 
Forbes of Northfield, in the woods near 
Granville, mistaking him for a bear, 
was held for the grand jury on a charge 
of manslaughter. Bonds of $1000 were 
furnished by C. H. Dickerman, who 
was with Forbes when the shooting oc- 
eurred. McCalvin’s shot struck Forbes 
in the back of the head, killing him 
instantly. 


Yale University Finances 

New Haven, Oct. 24.—The annual re- 
port of Treasurer McClung of Yale uni- 
versity shows that the total funds and 
assets of the university are returned 
as $8,704,199. The total expense for 
the whole university and departments 
for the year was $1,101,536. Less the 
payments from the library and other 
funds, the total increase of funds for 
the university for the year were $527,- 
645. 


Victim ot Unknown Hunter 

Tunbridge, Vt., Oct. 24.—Aurin Por- 
ter, aged 17 years, died as the result 
of a shooting accident near the village. 
While bunting he was mistaken for a 
deer and shot by some person un- 
known. A companion assisted the boy 
to reach his home, but he lost so much 
blood that it was impossible to save 
his life. 


Was Shot by His Son 

Rutland, Vt., Oct. 24—Joseph V. 
Emmons of Norwich, Conn., died here 
yesterday as a result of blood poison- 
ing caused by a gunshot wound. He 
was shot in the leg by the accidental 
discharge of a rifle in the hands of his 
son on Sunday last.

The colonies of North America, hay- 
ing been composed of different nation- 
alities, were diverse. New York was 
Dutch, while the adjacent colony on 
the east, Connecticut, was English, 
and the two no more mingled than oil 
and water, Indeed, the border line 
was the scene of a continuous quarrel. 

On one side of this line lived Jona- 
than Pym, a young Yankee, while on 
the other Hived Katrina Bleeker, a 
young Dutch girl.

John Hancock, the son of the Rev. 
John Hancock and Mary his wife, was 
born Jan. 12th, 1736-7, in the North 
Precinct of Braintree, now Quincy, 
says Pattee’s History of Quincy. His 
father was then the pastor of the 
First church, and resided in a house 
that was located on a lot where the 
Adams Academy now stands, and al- 
ways called the “Hancock Lot.” His 
father died while he was quite young, 
and the youthful Hancock was adop- 
ted by his paternal uncle, of Boston, 
one of the most opulent merchants 
the Colony. Under his care he 
received education preparatory 
to entering college. 

Mr. Hancock graduated at Harvard 


of 
his 


College in 1754, and at Yale in 
1769. While in college he held a 
respectable rank as a scholar, but 
was in no wise distinguished; he 


gave little promise of the high emi- 
nence which he afterwards 
achieved. On leaving college, he en- 
tered the counting-house of his un- 
cle, and in 1760, made a tour to Eng- 
land for the purpose of a personal 
acquaintance with the distinguished 
merchants with whom his house was 
intimately engaged in business tran- 


to 


sactions. Shortly after his return 
from England, in 1764, his uncle 
died, and the nephew inherited this 


large mercantile business, as well as 
the princely fortune of his uncle, 
then considered the largest estate in 
the Province. This large fortune, to- 
gether with an upright and honest 
character, gave him great influence 
and a high position in society. 

In 1766, he was elected to the Pro- 
vincial Legislature. This important 
event seems to have given direction 
to his future career, as he became 
associated with such patriots and 
strong opponents to the oppressive 
laws of the Home Government as 
Samuel Adams, Otis and others. 

March 5th, 1774, he was called up- 
on by the citizens of Boston to de- 
liver the fourth consecutive address 
in commemoration of the Boston 
massacre, which was an able and el- 
oquent production, When the time 
came for the great struggle between 
the Home Government and the Col- 
onies Mr. Hancock was found to 
have arrayed himself on the side of 
the Americans. His high position 
and influence was such, that, he was 
chosen a delegate to the first Pro- 
vineial Congress, held at Concord, 
Mass., and was chosen its first pres- 
ident. 

Mr. Hancock was also a member of 
the Continental Congress, held at 
Philadelphia, and was elected for its

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The Lighter 
New England 
Off For Her 
Builders’ Trial 


At 10 oclock this morning the steel 
steam Lighter “New England” built 
by the Fore River Shipbuilding Com- 
pany for the New England Steamship 
Company left the Fore River dock on 
her builders’ trial. The Lighter was 
manned by Fore River men, with 
Port Captain T. E. Evans in the pilot 
house and Engineer J. F. Paige in 
charge in the engine room. 

The owners represented by 
J. Howland Gardner, marine superin- 
tendent of the New England Steam- 
ship Company, and Mr. William S. 
Rogers, assistant superintendent. F. 
O. Wellington, assistant to the presi- 
dent of the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Company was in charge of the trial 
for that company. 

The “New England” was contracted 
for on March 3, 1907, and has been 
completed six weeks before the time 
stipulated. Her contract calls for a 
successful run of four hours’ dura- 
tion. 4 

The “New England’ is a first class 
steel, steam lighter of modern type 
and is of these dimensions:—length 
overall, 130 feet; extreme beam, 31 
feet 6 inches; depth moulded at cen- 
tre, 13 feet 6 inches; gross tonnage, 
417 tons; net tonnage, 265 tons. 

The “New England” has one heayy 
Oregon pine mast, 68 feet to the top 
of the truck, and a boom 55 feet 
long. She has one 7 inch by 10 inch 
twin drum hoisting engine and all 
gear is designed for 7 tons. The pro- 
pelling engine is direct acting, with 
cylinder 26 inches in diameter and 26 
inches in stroke of piston, making 
100 revolutions per minute. Steam is 
provided by two horizontal réturn 
tubular boilers, each 66 inches in di- 
ameter by 14 feet long with a grate 
area of 70 square feet. The propel- 
ler is four bladed, cast solid, with a 
diameter of 7 feet 6 inches and a 
pitch of 10 feet 6 inches. The smoke 
stack is 40 inches inside diameter 
and the outside stack measures 50 
inches in diameter. The deck house 
contains the pilot house, rooms for 
the Captain and Mate, and the galley 
is at the extreme after end. She has 
three fatertight bulkheads. In the 
main deck forward is a hatch 8 feet 
6 inches square. She is equipped 
with a Blake duplex donkey pump, 
a Williamson steering engine, a me- 
tallic life boat and axes, fire ex- 
tinguishers and all other appliances 
required by Law.

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Political and Financial Outlook 
Not Very Encouraging 


FUTURE SEEMS IN DARKNESS 


Question of Independ:nce Should 


Have Been Settled a Year Ago-- 


Leniency on America’s Part In- 


terpreted as Weakness 


Washington, Oct. 25.—Among the 
persons most intimately familiar with 
present conditions in Cuba there are a 


good many to whom the outlook of the 


island seems dark. ‘They are pessi- 
mistic about the future of both the 
political and financial positions. A 


man whose facilities for observation 


and study have been unexcelled has 
recently returned from Cuba after a 
stay in the island of nearly a year. In 


the course of a conversation he said: 

“I was in Cuba for more than a year, 
and all the time that I was going about 
the island I tried to keep in close touch 
with political thought and political con- 
ditions. The impression gained of con- 
ditions existing in Cuba today are of 
such a character that the future of that 
country may be said to be clouded in 
darkness. It is my firm opinion that 
practically all of the good learned by 
the Cubans during the first interven 
tion has been wiped out and to all in 
tents and purposes forgotten. The 
unity of thought, or what passed for it, 
which guided the Cubans to the idea of 
independence has been changed to per- 
sonal egotism. 

This is the best evidenced in the at- 
titude of the self-elected leaders of the 
two rival political parties. The over- 
turning of the republic last autumn, it 
seems to me, was a fatal and definite 
sign that peace in Cuba in the future 
has been made impossible. The ques 
tion of Cuban independence might just 
as well have been settled then as to 
postpone it until a later day. At pres- 
ent the island is in a state of political 
decomposition, and a lack of confidence 
exists among the better element, not- 
withstanding they are in the majority.” 

There continues to come to Washing- 
ton in private letters and through word 
of mouth from people returning from 
Cuba reports that the demanding at 
titude of the leaders of last year’s in- 
Surrection has been strengthened 
cause of the flattery and cajolery ladled 
out to them by the chief officers of the 
provisional government. It is reported 
from a number of sources that these 
one-times jefes of the bush have inter- 
preted Governor Magoon’s geniality 
toward them and his counsellings with 
them as weakness. 

Their interpretation, it is declared, 
has been that they were bending the 
intervening power by their demands, 
and it has been predicted by compe- 
tent observers that they will not hesi- 
tate to force another revolution should 
the government at Washington not de- 
cide in their favor in the coming second 
attempt at self-government. It is re- 
ported from trustworthy sources that 
these men, who seem to have Governor 
Magoon’s ear, have been heard to 
threaten that if they do not obtain the 
power they are seeking they will 
throw the country into disorder. Such 
men as these, native Cubans though 
they be, are the gravest menace to the 
future peace and prosperity of their 
country. 

Many reports come here from people 
who claim to see in the present inter- 
vention the reason for the disordered 
condition, on account of its unduly po- 
lite relations with the revolutionaries 
of last August, and who assert that 
what the former intervention built up 
is now beng destroyed. They make the 
point that the first intervention, fol- 
lowing the war with Spain, was of an 
educational nature, and to a certain ex- 
tent elevated morality and justice. It 
applied severity in order to improve 
the body social. 

These home-coming critics of the 
provisional government in Cuba now as- 


be- 


.sert that the present, or second, inter- 


vention, is slowly effacing these healthy 
lessons in respect for law and order, 
and is as slow in punishment as it is 
liberal in forgiveness. These crities 
are inclined to hold Secretary Taft in 
part responsible for Magoon’s len- 
fency. They say he does not seem to 
grasp the idea that there are certain 
people who respect and love force of 
character and severe justice; especially 
so if they do not possess these charac- 
teristics themselves. 

“Anxiety among the thinking ele- 
ment in Cuba grows,” said the in- 
formant quoted above, “as the prepara- 
tions for the elections are hastened and 
they fear that trouble will ensue, no 
matter which party wins. Great desire 
and desperate eagerness for office and 
possession of the full treasury were at 
the bottom of the last insurrection. 
The ease with which the Palma govern- 
ment was overthrown and the gratify- 
ing prominence and power obtained by 
the so-called generals by reason of our 
attempts to establish peace by meth- 
ods of conciliation instead of dictating 
it, cannot fail to produce new crops of 
adventurers.”

Currant Facts. 


Greece has an absolute natural 
monopoly of currant production 
which averages about 160,000 tons 


a year. The seedless grapes, which, 
when dried are known as currants, 
grow nowhere else.in the world. 

It takes about four pounds of fresh 
grapes to make a pound of dried cur- 
rants. No _ artificial processes are 
used in curing; the best qualities are 
dried in the shade, all others in the 
sun. , 

The United States consumes 35,000,- 
000 pounds of dried currants a year, 
less than half a pound a head. Great 
Britain’s consumption is three pounds 
per capita, and Holland’s six pounds. 

Dietists who have made a study of 
the food value of currants say that 
97 per cent. of their weight is solu- 
ble in water, and that currants con- 
tain per cent. of nutrtiive value 
or more than twice as much nourish- 
ment as elan beef. 

As a concentrated food, Sir Francis 
Laking, King Edward's physician, has 
lately pointed out that the 73 per 
cent. of grape sugar contained in 
currants makes them a valuable aid 
in digestion, allays nervousness, and 
prevents nervous exhaustion. 

To safeguard the industry upon 
which the wefare of the whole na- 
tion depends, owing to the fact that 
currants form 65 per cent. of 
Greece's total production, heavy 
penalties are imposed upon growers 
who pick their crop before it is ripe 
or pack it before it is thoroughly 
dried and cleaned.

TO BE REORGANIZED 


Shipping Combine Passing From 
the Control of Morse 


GREAT MERGER BY MORGAN 


Consolidated Steamship Lines and 
Marine Lines of New Haven System 
Will Shipping 
Trade of Atlantic and Gulf 


Control Coastwise 


New York, Oct. 26—The recent re- 
port that Charles W. Morse was plan- 
hing radical changes in the manage- 
mat of the constituent companies 
comprising the Consolidated Steam- 
ship lines was confirmed when the di- 
rectors of the different companies met 
in this city and made various changes 
in their munagement. The effect of 
these changes was the practical resto- 
yation of the active management of 
B8everal of the subsidiary companies to 
their former owners and managers. 

It is reported that the changes in the 
Consolidated Steamship company 
mean that J. P. Morgan & Co. and the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad have entered the affairs of the 
Shipping combine with powerful influ- 
ence, and that thus is foreshadowed a 
greater combine, including the Morse 
companies and the New Haven road’s 
snarine lines, to control tye entire Am- 
erican coastwise shipping trade of the 
Atlantic and the gulf. 

An officer of one of the larger subsi- 
diary companies said of the changes: 
“While this is no time to consider the 
fermation of combinations, those al- 
teady formed must be taken care of jn 


the interest of those who own the 
stocks and bonds.” 
} When Morse acquired the Ward 


and other lines for his combine it was 
said that le had guaranteed the bonds 
taken in part payment at a certain 
figure. The difference between that 
figure and the present market rate is 
prebably considerable. 

This would give the sellers opportuni- 
ty to regain control of all lines except 
those actually brought into the combi- 
nation by Morse and bis associates. 

A representative of the Consolidated 
steamship lines, when asked why the 


changes had been made, said: “You 
ean draw your own conclusions. You 


know there has been a lot of talk re- 
cently in vegard to certain people.” 

Reorganization of the Consolidated 
Steamship company, the Morse-merged 
lines, will tuke place Monday in rela- 
tion to metuod of operating the 
Various companies, though no financial 
reorganization will occur, and it is said 
hone is contemplated.

Yesterday, Calvin Austin was relieved 
from duty as president and C. M. Eng- 
lis was appointed in his stead.

In the light of “the general excite- 
ment the savings banks have put into 
effect the rule requiring 30 to 60 days’ 
notice for the withdrawal of deposits. 
The savings banks, if they continued to 
make payments, would be obliged to 
withdraw funds from the national 
banks, thereby causing an additional 
strain on the general banking situa- 
tion. There is no hint that any of the 
savings institutions are in anything 
but sound condition. 

The institutions which closed their 
doors yesterday, with the sums due de- 


positors, were: The United States 
Exchange bank, Harlem, $600,000; In- 
ternational Trust company, about 
$100,000; The Borough bank of Brook- 
lyn, $4,000,000; the Brooklyn bank, $2, 
300,000; Williamsburg Trust com- 
pany Brooklyn, $7,500,000; the First 
National bank of Brooklyn, $3.500,000. 

The First National bank of Brook- 
lyn, the Williamsburg Trust company 
and the Internati Trust company 
were allied institutions. None of these 
companies had any important business 
connections with the larger’ banks |

A further encouraging development 
of the afternoon was the decision ar- 
rived at unofficiaily to issue clearing 
house certificates. The immediate ef- 
fect of this will be to enable the banks

to settle the balances between them- 
selves with these certificates, and 
thereby release large sums of cur- 
rency for the regular needs of busi- 
ness. 

The decision to issue clearing house 
certificates is likely to end any fur-

Bwept From Dories During a Fear- 
ful Squall on Georges Shoal 
Tangier, Oct. 25.—Mogador was oc- 
eupied yesterday

The recent disturbances in te 
southern part of the empire. including 
the fight of Oct.17 between the armies 
of Abd-el-Aziz and Mulai Hafid, in 
which the latter was victorious, made 
it desirable to send an expedition to 
Mogador. A number of French war- 
ships left Tangier for the south four 
days ago and two days ago 500 Moors 
under Ghazi Pasha went south by sea, 
with Mogador as their objective. 


Must Look Out For Defects 
Boston, Oct. 25.—That it is obliga- 


tory upon telephone, telegraph and 
electric light companies to inspect 


their poles for interior defects which 
can be discovered by reasonable in- 
spection, and that such companies are 
liable for damages for injuries to em- 
ployes caused by the falling of rotten 
poles, was decreed in a decision hand- 
ed down in the United States circuit 
court of appeals. 


Umpire Settles Wage Strife

New York Banks to Restrict 


Payments In Currency 


PLANS OF CLEARING HOUSE | 


They Will Aid Materially in Clearing 
the Financial 
Have Interest-Bearing Securities of 


Very Best Character 


New York, Oct. 28—tThe feeling 
aniong banking authorities is that 


united action and wise counsels have 
already accomplished much in provid- 
ing a solution for the financial problem 
with which they have been called on to 
deal during the past week, and that, 
with remedial plans now further per- 
fected, the promise is strong for the un- 
interrupted maintenance of financial 
stability. 

Yesterday was marked by the usual 
Sunday calm, which gave the financial 
leaders an opportunity to ease the ten- 


sion of overwrought nerves expe- 
rienced during the past week. Most 


of them remained at home throughout 
the day and there was a noticeable ab- 
sence of those burried conferences of 
recent days. 

The departure of 
you for Washington removed a con- 
spicuous figure from the field, but it 
was felt that with President Roose- 
velt’s strong support Cortelyou’s pres- 
ence in Washington was favorable to 
such further governmental assistance 
as might be required. In the churches 
many of the sermons were marked by 
references to the financial situation. 

At the clearing house there was 
much evidence of activity in prepara- 
tion for the issuance of loan certifi- 
cates today. Another evidence of ac 
tivity the small knot of people 
gathered at some of the institutions 
where runs were in progress last week, 
waiting for an advantageous position 
ou the opening of business today.

The suspension cf currency 
payments at that time extended to all 
the banks, and also to the trust com- 
panies, which were then a compara- 
tively small factor in the situation. 


Little inconvenience resulted from the 
payment of checks instead of  cur- 
rency, except in cases where there was 
special need for currency. 

A large force of clerks were at the 
clearing house yesterday preparing for 


the Issuauce of loan certificates today. 
These are in $5000, $10,000 and $20,000 
denominations. In 1893, w hen these 


certificates were last availed of, they 
were of great benefit and aided ma 
terially in clearing the very serious sit- 
uation then existing. 

When New York adopted the 
tificates in 1893 the system became al- 
most universal throughout the coun- 
try and everywhere the result wus 
beneficial. One prominent banker 
pointed out that the present situation 
is one dealing solely with the supplies 
of currency and that neither the busi- 
ness credit of the nation nor its in- 
dustrial and agricultural prosperity 
are affected. 

In this respect there is a sharp con- 
tract with the conditions prevalent in 
1892. At that time many manufac- 
tories were closed, railroad business at 
a low ebb, and all parts of the coun- 
try were feeling the strain of acute 
business depression. On the contrary, 
today the country is extremely pros- 
perous; manufacturing plants are run- 
ning at full time to keep up with or- 
ders demanding output to their fullest 
capacity, railroad earnings are the 
highest ever known and the crop pros- 
pects are excellent. 

The banks themselves have in their 
yaults interest-bearing securities of the 
very best character, on which in all 
ordinary times they would be able to 
realize large sume of money. It is 
with these securities and gold com- 
mercial paper as collateral that the 
clearing house loan certificates will be 
issued to the extent of 75 percent of 
their saleable value. Thus it will be 
seen that every $75 of loan certificates 
issued is secured by $100 worth of 
property.

The accident occurred at the junction 
of Livingston street, Branch avenue 
and North Main street, and was caused 
by the inability of the motorman on a 
north-bound car for Pawtucket to stop 


| his car on approaching the switch, ow- 


ing to slippery rails. The car jumped 
the switch which was open to Braach 
avenue, and crashed into a south 
bound car coming from Pawtucket to 


Providence. 

The Pawtucket-bound car was 
hurled into the vestibule of the Provi: 
dence-bound car, telescoping it. Mi- 


neither of the motormen 
were hurt, but almost every passenger 
in both were hurled from their 
seats and more or less injured by being

Lace 
Make It. 

This lace, which is most effective for 
the outlay of time and money required, 
comes in two distinct varieties—ap- 
plique and guipure. The former is 4 
design of muslin appliqued on net, the 
net being filled in at intervals with 
embroidery stitches. The guipure lace 
{s without a net foundation, but is 
worked on the muslin alone. 
times the two styles are combined In 
one piece. 

The materials required are a sheer, 
rather firm lawn, Carrickmacross lace 
net and two sizes of Carrickmacross 
crochet thread, which comes in Nos. 
50, 80, 150 and 200. Designs ready 
stamped come on a stiff glazed white 
cam bric. 

Baste the net and lawn very smooth- 
ly over the cambric foundation. Tack 
not only on the edges, but in the center 
also, so that there will be no creases 
and the pattern cannot possibly slip. 

Then outline the design, which shows 


Carrickmacross 


very clearly through both net and 
lawn, with 80 cotton, whipping it on 
with 200 cotton. Guide the coarse 
thread with the left hand over every 
line of the pattern and overhand with 
the fine, as shown in the diagram, tak- 
ing great care to catch both net and 
lawn. In making the loops take one 
firm stitch where the threads cross, 
but do not stitch all the way round, as

the loops must be free when the out- 
fide edges of net and lawn are cut 


away. 
Then cut away the lawn from all the 


spaces, leaving plain net exposed. Cut 
up close to the outlining thread, but 


be very careful not to snip the meshes 
of the net. 

At this stage any veins that the pat- 
tern may require should be put in. 
This is done by simply making a long 
stitch down the middle of the leaf with 
the fine cotton and overcasting it two 
or three times to give a twisted ap- 
pearance. 

Next the little spots which are mark- 
ed at intervals on the pattern by black 
rings should be made by working a 
complete circle in buttonhole stitch 
{nto one mesh of the lace net. 

Certain spaces of the pattern are 
marked with a cross. These spaces 
are to be filled up with some of the 
ordinary lace stitches, well known to 
amateur lace workers. This should be 
done very loosely, as if the thread is 
thrown tight the lace will not be flat. 

All the marked spaces being filled 
with one or more of the lace stitches, 
cut away from the edge of the pattern 
both net and lawn, leaving the little 
loops to form a dainty edging. 

The finished work should be placed 
under a damp cloth and pressed with 
a warm iron. 

Recipes For Pears. 

We often let pears go to waste when 
not choice enough of texture and flavor 
to be eaten raw. They may be made 
into good pear marmalade heightened 
with lemon. This is nice for cake fill- 
ing and little tarts during the winter. 

Pears may be dried and used in all 
forts of boiled puddings, instead of 
part of the raisins and currants that 
such recipes call for, and also they 
can be used in dark fruit gingerbreads 
and raised bread cakes. 

Pears may be made into dessert frit- 
ters. To do this have them cut in 
quarters, if of moderate size, or else in 
long slices. Make a batter by beating 
the yolks of two eggs and diluting 
them with half a cupful of water, 
adding gradually. Into this stir by 
degrees a cupful of flour into which 
has been sifted a teaspoonful each of 
salt and fine sugar. Season with a 
tablespoonful each of brandy and 
sirup from preserved ginger. Let this 
stand for two hours and do not cut 
the pears until nearly the time to use 
them. When ready to dip the slices 
and fry, beat the whites of the two 
eggs very stiff and add to the batter. 
Cover each quarter and fry. in deep 
frying basket in hot clear fat. The 
Sauce must be made from more ginger 
sirup, a little brandy and lemon rind 
and juice thickened with cornstarch. 
The proportions are two teaspoonfuls 
of cornstarch wet in cold water, so 
that it can be poured into a quarter of 
a cupful of ginger sirup and brandy 
each, and two tablespoonfuls of lemon 
juice. 
fore adding to it a tablespoonful of 
butter, a little of the ginger cut fine— 
about one-fourth of a cupful—and a 
little of the lemon rind grated,

Also Goes Up. 


On and after Monday, Noy. ll, the 
price of shaves in the union barber 
shops of Quincy will be fifteen cents 
instead of ten cents as now. This raise 
was decided upon at a meeting of the 
Barbers’ Union held Sunday. 

In order that the general public who 
patronize barber shops for shaves may 
become informed of the raise and be 
prepared to shell out an extra nickel, 
the date of the new rule going into ef- 
fect was set ahead two weeks. 

In the meantime those who object to 
paying the advance in price will get 
their razors sharpened ready for use, 
or start a full beard. 

Men who must patronize barbers 
would not object to the increase in pay 
if they would have a first class barber 
shop, but today there are too many one 
and two-chair shops, necessitating long 
waits. Then they are not clean, and it 
is difficult to get hot towels. With 
large shops it would not be necessary to 
close at noon on Mondays, to the great 
inconvenience of many who cannot 
shave before that hour, but desire to 
attend a social gathering in the,even- 
ing; large shops could give one or two 
men a day off on Monday and others on 
Tuesday or Wednesday.

Act Was Due to Fear of Exposure 
of His Dual Life 


SECRETLY WEDDED A NURSE 


Already Had a Wife Who Contempla- 
ted Proceedings Against Him When 
She Heard the News--Had Broken 
Engagement With Another Woman 
Boston, Oct. 31—That fear of ex- 

posure of the dual life he was leading 

caused the Albert C. 


Day, the young staff physician of the 


suicide of Dr. 


city hospital who shot himself through 
the 
bury last Friday, two days after his 


heart in the woods at West Rox- 


clandestine marriage to Miss Estelle 
M. Callahan, a nurse at the relief hos- 
pital, was made certain last night by 
the discovery that there was a former 
wife of the young doctor who was 
about to bring proceedings against him, 
following the announcement of his re- 
cent wedding. 

It is learned that Day was married 
on March 16, 1904, at Brockton by a 
justice of the peace, Assistant Ctty 
Clerk Packard, to Miss Martina Thomp- 
son, aged 16, a daughter of William A. 
Thompson, the Thompson family then 
living in West Roxbury, where Day 
made his home. ‘The marriage was 
kept secret, as Day stated he wished 
to complete his medical course of study 
and hospital work before having his 
marriage made known to his own fam- 
ily. 

Mrs. Day and her 3-year-old daugh- 
ter, Olive, have been living in Brock- 
ton, while the young woman's father, 
who is connected with a Boston busi- 
ness firm, lives at Norfolk Downs. In 
addition to this earlier marriage, Day 
later became engaged to marry Miss 
Helen Morse of Haverhill, but Miss 
Morse recently broke off the alliance 
after an interview in which the young 
doctor told her he had planned to 
marry another girl. 

On Oct. 16 last Day was secretly 
married to Miss Callahan, whom he 
had met in his hospital work bere and 
had formerly known at her home in 
Rhode Island. The marriage was per- 
formed by a minister in Somerville, who 
had been a former pastor of the Calla- 
han family in Rhode Island. 

Iyr. Day and his bride, both having 
secured a leave of absence from their 
hospital duties, went te Brooklyn that 
night to the home of Day's mother. 
Then followed the stantling announce- 
ment that Day had committed suicide 
two days later in the woods near his 
home in West Roxbury. The recent 
marriage was unknown to his friends 
here and the cause of his death was for 
a time a complete mystery. A second 
mystery was eaused when the young 
doctor's secret marriage to Miss Calla- 
han was announced and no trace of the 
bride could be found. 

The first news of Miss Callahan's 
whereabouts came in a telegram to her 
mother in East Boston, which stated 
that Estelle was dead in Brooklyn. 
The telegram proved to be incorrect 
and Miss Callahan was found to be alive 
and well with Day's sister in Brook- 
lyn. However, the young woman could 
conceive of no reason for Day’s suicide, 
and a theory of murder was advanced. 

Investigation yesterday revealed that 
Charles W. Bartlett of Boston had been 
retained by a woman in Brockton, who 
claimed to be the wife of Day. to 
bring action of some sort against Day.
